KSFO Retracts AIDS Information

Alliance Against Defamation 

In a concession to demands by AIDS 
activists, station management at KSFO 
- San Francisco’s new “all-talk, all-con¬ 
servative” radio station - agreed to 
“target virtually all of our audience 
with accurate information on 
HIV/AIDS.” 

To that end, the station broadcast a statement in 
which KSFO Operations Director Jack Swanson 
said, “Several weeks ago one of our hosts [former 


KSFO deejay J. Paul Emerson] stated that he 
believed we should consider placing individuals 
with HIV/AIDS in quarantine because he believed 
there was evidence showing that the virus could be 
spread by coughing or sneezing .... The truth is 
you have nothing to worry about from casual con¬ 
tact with someone who has HIV/AIDS. That’s the 
opinion of the overwhelming majority of medical 
experts, and San Francisco Public Health Director 
Sandra Hernandez.” 

The spot also included a brief statement by 
Hernandez, and concluded: “The management of 
KSFO Radio believes your chances of contract¬ 
ing HIV/AIDS through any casual contact proba-

Anti-Gay 
Bias Suits 
Allowed

Lesbian and gay workers 
who want to sue for anti-gay 
job bias may do so even if they 
have no statutory claims under 
state labor codes, a California 
State Appeal Court has effec¬ 
tively ruled. 

The March 9 decision by the San 
Francisco I district of the Court rein¬ 
states the 1992 anti-gay discrimination 
lawsuit filed by Chad Liebert, an open¬ 
ly gay bill collector, against Transworld 
Systems, Inc. 

Transworld, a Rohnert Park bill col¬ 
lection agency, had successfully sought 
dismissal of Liebert’s suit by a Superior 
Court on the grounds that he was fired 
after repeated warnings about losing his 
temper and had been previously sus¬ 
pended for insubordinate conduct. 

Liebert was terminated for allegedly 
yelling at a receptionist at the collection 
agency. 

Liebert charged in his lawsuit that he 
was actually fired after his boss called 
him a fag and derisively portrayed him 
to other workers as an effeminate 
sweater queen. 

According to Liebert’s attorney Paul 
Wotman, the owner of the company told

Able Ruling Expected in Weeks

Lawyers arguing the Able 
case rested on Thursday, March 
16, after three days of “Do ask, 
Do tell” in a federal courtroom 
in Brooklyn, New York. The 
case found six active duty and 
reserve servicemembers mount¬ 
ing the first legal challenge to 
the “new” ban on gays and les¬ 
bians serving in the military. 

Judge Eugene Nickerson’s opinion is 
expected by the end of March; that 
unusually fast decision is mandated by 
an earlier ruling by a three-member 
appeals panel of the Second Circuit. 

Most observers of Nickerson’s pre¬ 
trial hearings and rulings on this case 
believe that he will strike down the ban. 
They also believe the case will be 
appealed through the federal court sys¬ 
tem, and will ultimately be decided by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, perhaps as 
early as next year. 

The gay servicemembers’ case was 
presented by lawyers for the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) and the 


Lambda Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. It had been filed a year ago, only 
days after regulations implementing the 
“new” ban went into effect, and had only 
now come to trial. 

It went according to scripts laid out 
by both sides in their massive pre-trial 
briefs. 

The gay servicemembers argued that 
the ban violates their constitutional 
rights to free speech and equal protection 
under the Constitution. Furthermore, it 
serves “no legitimate and rational gov¬ 
ernment or military interest, but rather is 
based solely on the presumed prejudices 
of heterosexual service members and 
civilians.” 

They maintained that the ban is based 
on fears of straights, not by the inability 
of gays and lesbians to serve openly. 
They made the comparison with earlier 
baseless fears of integrating first 
African-Americans and now women into 
military operations. 

Lawyers for the Clinton administra¬ 
tion’s Departments of Defense and 
Justice maintained that changing the 
policy could damage military effective¬ 
ness. 

They pointed to the legislative record 
which “abundantly demonstrates a ratio¬ 


nal basis for the new policy.” The mili¬ 
tary needs “unit cohesion,” Congress and 
the President have determined that gays 
would be disruptive to that “cohesion,” 
and therefore should be kept out of the 
service. 

Pro-gay attorneys challenged that 
presumption of rationality. They brought 
in a series of expert witnesses, several of 
whom, at the request of the Pentagon, 
had prepared a series of studies on gays 
in the military. The brass subsequently 
ignored those studies because they did 
not like the recommendations. 

They also challenged “the edits and 
proposed edits, both made and aban¬ 
doned, [which] call into serious question 
the reliability and the purpose of the 
Act’s ‘legislative record.’ 

“Deference to Congress does not 
mean that a federal court addressing a 
constitutional challenge to a congres¬ 
sional enactment is barred from looking 
behind the factual assertions in congres¬ 
sional finding, considering facts outside 
the official ‘legislative history,’ and 
assessing the validity of those findings in 
order to make a determination as to the 
constitutional legitimacy of the chal¬ 
lenged enactment,” the plaintiffs’ attor¬ 
neys wrote. T

Will Charges Be Filed Against 
AIDS Benefit Organizer? 


D.A., Lawyer Meet To 
Discuss New Year’s Party

Lesbian leader and civil rights attorney Nanci 
Clarence met with District Attorney Arlo Smith on 
Tuesday, March 21 over reports that prosecutors 
may seek criminal charges against Terence Alan, 
the organizer of the South of Market New Year’s 
AIDS benefit raided by police. 

Alan may be charged by the District Attorney’s 
office with violations of fire codes and other 
infractions stemming from the event. 

Clarence declined to discuss details of the 9 
a.m. meeting with Smith. “It was a productive 
meeting. He invited me and I agreed to meet 
because I think it’s a good idea to hear the other 
side out,” she said. 

Clarence also declined to comment on who 
attended the meeting with Smith, but the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned that the meeting included 
Assistant District Attorney Candace Heisler and 
investigator Dennis Collins. 

“It was a cordial meeting,” Collins told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “The two sides met to discuss a 
variety of legal matters stemming from the inci¬ 
dent,” he said. 

Like Clarence, he also declined to discuss 
details of the meeting. 

No decision has been reached on whether 
charges will be filed against Alan, but Clarence - 
and other gay leaders - have put the District 
Attorney’s office on notice that they believe such 
actions would constitute “selective enforcement” 
and promise a vigorous defense. 

“It remains to be seen if criminal charges will 
be filed,” Clarence told the Bay Area Reporter. “If 
there are, I can guarantee that there is not going to 
be a genteel and polite response. There will be a 


fight and blood will be left on the floor,” Clarence 
said. 

Clarence disputed characterizations that code 
or permit violations Alan could be charged with 
are mere infractions. 

“Don’t tell me it’s not a big deal. It is a big 
deal. He would have to appear before a judge. 
They are criminal charges, and ordinary citizens 
don’t like being prosecuted,” Clarence said. 

Clarence wasn’t the only lesbian or gay leader 
reacting to the possibility that Alan may be 
charged. 

A spokesman for 
Supervisor Tom 

Ammiano told the Bay 
Area Reporter he sug¬ 
gested that recent testi¬ 
mony before a board of 
supervisor’s subcomit- 
tee about alleged police 
abuse at the New Year’s 
Eve event was com¬ 
pelling—and the matter 
is before the Office of 
Citizen Complaints. 

“Until their decisions 
come out, I think it 
would be unwise to 
take such a step,” 
Housch told the Bay 

“No complaint has been filed. There are no 
charges and we have not sought a warrant,” 
Heisler said. “It’s in the investigative stages only,” 
she said. 

A decision by the District Attorney’s office is 
not expected for at least two weeks. ▼

Charges Against Officers Deemed Likely 

New Year’s Raid Probe Passed to OCC

An internal police investiga¬ 
tion that indicates possible mis¬ 
conduct by police officers dur¬ 
ing a controversial New Year’s 
raid of a private AIDS benefit 
has been turned over to the 
Office of Citizen Complaints, 
according to Deputy Chief 
Thomas Petri ni. 

Interview tapes from that 
investigation will be used by the 
Office of Citizen Complaints as 
it probes civilian complaints 
that police used excessive force 
and anti-gay slurs when they 
shut down the event at 4 a.m on 
New Year’s Day. 

Petrini made the announce¬ 
ment during a March 15 Police 
Commission meeting. 

“Apparently, there are indi¬ 
cations that somewhere down 
the line charges may be brought 
against individual officers,” said 
Police Commissioner Wayne 
Friday. 

Petrini said that no formal 
complaints were ever lodged 
with the management control 
division by patrons of the event. 

The investigation was 
ordered by Chief of Police 
Anthony Ribera after scores of 
partygoers accused police of 
brutality and anti-gay slurs 
against patrons at the event. 

“To coin a phrase. I’m glad 
they finally copped to the 
charges,” quipped Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano. 

The police New Year’s Eve 
action was the subject of a hear¬ 
ing before the health, public 
safety and environment commit¬ 


tee of the board of supervisors. 

Organizers insist that the 
benefit, attended by more than 
500 people, was a private event, 
but police say The Other New 
Year’s Ball at 938 Harrison site 
was actually an illegal night¬ 
club operating without permits. 

Eleven people were arrested 
by police on charges ranging 
from resisting arrest to posses¬ 
sion of narcotics after they 
arrived at the site and ordered it 
closed. 

The misconduct charges 
include allegations that police 
choked one partygoer into 
unconsciousness during his 
arrest, gouged the eyes of 
another patron, hit people in the 
face, and refused to identify 
themselves or display their 
badges during the fracas. 

More than 70 members of 
the police department, from 
officers called to the scene to 
Southern Station police person¬ 
nel responsible for receiving 
people arrested and property 
seized, were interviewed. 

State alcohol and beverage 
control agents who participated 
in the raid were interviewed, 
Petrini said. 

Also forwarded to the Office 
of Citizen Complaints were pol¬ 
icy recommendations suggested 
for adoption by the Police 
Commission as procedure dur¬ 
ing future similar police 
actions. 

The recommendations 
include guidelines that future 
joint operations between the 
San Francisco Police 
Department and outside law 


enforcement agencies will 
require approval at the deputy 
chief management level. 

Such operations must have 
specific objectives, and outside 
officers must have clearly spec¬ 
ified roles. A command officer 
with the rank of lieutenant or 
higher must also be physically 
present to oversee future opera¬ 
tions of the type, Petrini said. 

Two full-time OCC investi¬ 
gators have been assigned to 
investigate complaints filed by 
citizens—and the investigation 
will take at least a month, said 
OCC interim director John 
Parker. 

Allegations of misconduct 
by state ABC agents are not 
under investigation by the OCC 
because they are outside the 
purview of the agency. 

Critics charge that miscon¬ 
duct on the part of the state 
agents will go unsanctioned. 

“Are we going to allow car¬ 
petbagger cops to come into the 
city and operate and then not be 
held accountable by civilian 
review?” asked attorney Nanci 
Clarence, who represents plain¬ 
tiffs suing the city over the 
alleged police misconduct. 

All charges against those 
arrested were later dropped by 
District Attorney Arlo Smith. 

In related matters, civilian 
oversite of the police depart¬ 
ment will be the subject of a 
March 28 hearing before the 
board of supervisor’s health, 
public safety and environment 
committee. Called by 
Ammiano, the hearing begins at 
10 a.m. T

White House/Leal/Gay Officials 
Meeting Could Happen in April 

...But Without a Guarantee that Bill or Al Will Attend

Meetings between White 
House officials and elected 
American lesbian and gay lead¬ 
ers may take place as early as 
the middle of April, an aide to 
San Francisco Supervisor Susan 
Leal now says. 

“Susan met with the White 
House when she was in the 
District of Columbia earlier in 
the week,” Leal spokesman Bill 
Ambrunn told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “It was a very positive 
meeting with John Emerson, a 
White House aide. 

“Although a date has not 
been scheduled, the middle or 
the end of April is what’s being 
looked at right now,” he said. 

Although every lesbian and 
gay elected legislative official in 
the country has been invited to 
attend the meetings, only an 
estimated 30 or 40 people will

probably attend, he said. 

The agenda for the series of 
meetings will be developed by 


the officials who will meet 
together - but is expected to 
include “general lesbian and 
gay issues,” Ambrunn said. 

Lesbian and gay leaders will 
meet to develop the agenda for 
the White House meeting short¬ 
ly before the convocation, he 
said. 

Ambrunn said the leaders 
hope to meet with various 
department heads and senior 
White House officials. 

The White House has not 
been able to guarantee that 
either President Clinton or 
Vice President Gore will be 
able to drop by the meetings 
to offer a brief greeting, 
Ambrunn said. 

The meetings were initiated 
by the White House and were 
tentatively scheduled for 
February, but were postponed 
and given a low priority after the 
November elections. T 


Crypto Hearing Date Set for March 28

A date for a hearing called by Supervisor 
Carole Migden to consider the possible threat of 
Cryptosporidium in San Francisco’s drinking water 
has been set for 10 a.m. Tuesday, March 28 before 
the Health Public Safety and Environment 
Committee of the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors, Migden’s office said. 

Steve Leonard, program manager for Hetch

Supervisors have 
moved across the street from City Hall (which is

Three Demo Clubs Remember 
Liberation of Nazi Camps 50 Years Ago

Three of the city’s most 
influential Democratic clubs 
will join in commemorating the 
50th anniversary of the libera¬ 
tion of Nazi concentration 
camps in the waning days of 
World War II. 

On Tuesday, March 28, the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian/ 
Gay/Bisexual Democratic Club, 
the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club and the Raoul 
Wallenberg Democratic Club 
will mark the liberation of the 
camps by sponsoring a talk by 
historian Gerard Koskovich 
entitled ‘The Nazi Persecution 
of Homosexuals: A Historical 


Overview.” 

The commemoration begins 
at 7 p.m. at the Metropolitan 
Community Church, located at 
150 Eureka Street, in the city. 

Admission is free and open 
to the community, organizers 
said. 

Koskovich will provide a his¬ 
tory of homosexuality in 
Germany from the mid-nine¬ 
teenth century through WW II, 
said Martha Knutzen, a lesbian 
who is president of the Harvey 
Milk Club. 

Koskovich will discuss the 
development of a gay and les¬ 
bian culture and political move¬ 
ment during this period, and its 
destruction by the Nazis starting 


in 1933, Knutzen added. 

Koskovich will also describe 
the experience of gay men and 
lesbians in the camps and their 
relationship between the 
Holocaust against the Jews and 
the Nazi persecution of homo¬ 
sexuals. 

Koskovich is a scholar and a 
member of the Gay and Lesbian 
Historical Society of Northern 
California. He has given numer¬ 
ous talks on the history of 
homosexuality. He is also an 
activist focusing on police abuse 
of queers, Knutzen said. ▼

bly rates right up there with getting hit on the 
head with a meteorite. And if anything you heard 
on KSFO led you to believe otherwise, we are 
sorry.” 

The station’s listener service number (415 954- 
8183) was provided as a tag line; Swanson encour¬ 
aged listeners to call “and we’ll make sure you get 
the latest information on HIV/AIDS. What you 
know, could save your life.” 

Activists are discouraged, however, since 
KSFO is still dedicated to a “HotTalk” format that 
showcases homophobic, racist, and classist dia¬ 
tribes. A listener reported that KSFO host Michael 
Savage recently wished, on-air, that all of the les- 
bian/gay activists protesting the station would 


“drop dead from AIDS.” Savage regularly charac¬ 
terizes those who challenge his homophobia as 
“the gay Mafia.” 

Savage is particularly upset by media activists 
who contact KSFO’s advertisers directly, encour¬ 
aging these businesses to distance themselves from 
hate talk radio, a measure of how effective that 
strategy has been. 

Several companies have decided that it’s bad 
business to have their products associated with 
homophobic broadcasts, and have pulled their 
KSFO advertising accounts. Most recently, man¬ 
agement of the Armstrong Painting & Roofing 
Company, located at 774 Harrison Street in the 
city, publicly affirmed “the decision not to adver¬ 
tise on KSFO. 

“Please be assured our sponsorship of their pro¬ 
gramming has been terminated,” the company stat¬ 
ed. ▼

Seattle Mike Case Starts April 12

Once again, the criminal case 
of “Seattle Mike” has been tem¬ 
porarily delayed. Assistant 
District Attorney George 
Beckwith said Michael Raab 
had been “set for preliminary 
hearing on April 12 in 
Department 20.” 

Eleven different com¬ 
plainants in the case - mostly 


older men who met Raab in bars 
and arcades in the Polk Street 
and Castro Street vicinities - 
allege that he accompanied 
them home and subsequently 
robbed them. One victim says 
Raab used a “stun gun” on him, 
and others say they were threat¬ 
ened at knifepoint. 

If convicted, Raab faces 20 
years in prison. 

The latest delay in bringing the 


case to trial, Beckwith told the 
Bay Area Reporter, was neces¬ 
sary because of the time required 
to produce copies of 911 tapes 
subpoenaed by Raab’s defense. 

Raab remains in custody, and 
bail remains at $100,000, 
Beckwith added. 

Mark Goldrosen, who con¬ 
tinues as Raab’s court appointed 
attorney, said he had no com¬ 
ment at this time. ▼ 


Secret Agent Man 

Gay Former FBI Agent at MCC

Openly gay former FBI special agent Frank 
Buttino will speak at two Metropolitan 
Community Church/Golden Gate events in April. 

Buttino is the 20 year veteran undercover and 
counterintelligence special agent who filed a class 
action lawsuit against the agency in 1990 after it 
revoked his security clearance and fired him when 
it discovered he was gay. 

In December 1993, as Buttino’s lawsuit was 
underway in federal District Court in San 
Francisco, U.S. Attorney General Janet Reno 
issued a groundbreaking declaration prohibiting 
anti-gay discrimination within any agency of the 
Department of Justice, including the FBI. 

In a successful settlement of the suit, Buttino 
accepted partial restoration of his pension rights, 
payment of his legal fees and a statement from the 
FBI that praised his record as an agent. He did not 
rejoin the agency. 

As part of the suit’s settlement, the FBI also 
agreed to hire openly gay and lesbian agents, and 
about half a dozen agents have since come out as 
gay and lesbian. 

Buttino remains a popular figure in the lesbian 
and gay community, according to Linton Stables, 
executive director of the MCC parish. 

“He was scheduled to speak once before a few 
months ago, but his father died and we weren’t 
able to cancel in time. A couple of hundred people 
showed up to hear him speak. People in the com¬ 
munity are very excited about this,” Stables told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Buttino is a frequent speaker on college campus¬ 
es and to corporate audiences around the country. 

Buttino’s case is viewed as a critical gay sexual 
orientation landmark case because the FBI is consid¬ 
ered the top law enforcement agency in the country. 

Buttino will speak informally at MCC at 7 p.m.

on Saturday, April 1, with questions and answers 
taken during the talk.

Alleges Her Foot Was Run Over 

Caregiver Loses Case, Plans Appeal

The attorney for an AIDS 
caregiver who charged that her 
foot was run over by a local real 
estate agent will ask the 
Municipal Court for a new trial 
after a jury found no liability in 
the case on March 15. 

A motion for a new trial will 
be sought because the defendant’s 
lawyer systematically excluded 
male jurors with male partners, 
said attorney Carey Silverman. 

Georgette Beainy had unsuc¬ 
cessfully sought a civil damage 
award for battery, negligence, 
and intentional infliction of 
emotional distress against real 
estate agent C. Marla Caplan of 
Property Professionals. 

The jury deliberated for just 
an hour before finding that 
Caplan was not liable for any 
damages sought by Beainy. 

One juror, however, did 
express an opinion that Caplan’s 
conduct toward Beainy was 
“outrageous” when Silverman 
ordered the jury polled. 

Silverman also told the Bay 
Area Reporter that if the 
Municipal Court did not set 


aside the verdict in the case and 
order a new trial, he would take 
the case to an appellate court. 

“The conduct of the defense 
counsel was discriminatory on 
its face,” Silverman said of the 
exclusion of jurors. 

Caplan’s attorney, Cynthia 
Clark of Bennett and Yee, was 
not immediately available to 
respond to Silverman’s claim. 

During the trial, Caplan testi¬ 
fied that the incident never hap¬ 
pened and that she would never 
display her middle finger to 
Beainy as charged because she 
is “a professional.” 

Beainy, a member of the 
board of directors of Most Holy 
Redeemer Roman Catholic 
Church’s AIDS Support Group, 
and Harry Johnson, a member 
of the Catholic Charities board 
of directors, both charged that 
Caplan had run over Beainy’s 
foot following a 1993 alterca¬ 
tion over a Diamond Heights 
condo parking space. 

An arbitrator had awarded 
Beainy $7,500 for her claim, but 
Caplan’s insurer California 
State Automobile Association 
rejected the non-binding award 


and the case was taken to trial. 

During the trial, an expert 
defense podiatrist testified that 
Beainy was not injured in the 
incident and questioned whether 
a car actually ever ran over her 
foot. The podiatrist received 
$300 an hour for his involve¬ 
ment in the case. 

The October 1993 incident 
took place when Beainy and 
Johnson were helping the par¬ 
ents of the late Andy Eubanks 
clean out their son’s personal 
effects from a Diamond Heights 
Shanti Residence. 

Caplan allegedly told Beainy 
that she hoped hers was the next 
body taken from the residence, 
according to Johnson and 
Beainy, but has denied making 
the statement. 

Beainy’s hands-on involve¬ 
ment and expertise as an AIDS 
caregiver led to her being appoint¬ 
ed to the Most Holy Redeemer 
AIDS Support Group board of 
directors, said Lou Coloia, the 
group’s executive director. 

A decision about a new trial 
is expected within a month, 
Silverman told the Bay Area 
Reporter. ▼

NIH Funds Acupuncture/Herbal HIV-Related 
Sinusitis Clinical THal in SF 

Immune Enhancement Project Receives $30K for Pilot Study

The San Francisco-based 
Immune Enhancement Project 
has achieved the “remarkable,” 
according to the alternative ther¬ 
apy clinic’s director, Tom 
Sinclair, in getting $30,000 
from the National Institute of 
Health’s office of Alternative 
Medicine to underwrite the 
nation’s only NIH-funded HIV 
clinical trial. 

The 12-week pilot study, 
already in progress at IEP, will 
consider acupuncture and herbs 
in the treatment of chronic HIV- 
related sinusitis. 

Sinclair is a licensed 
acupuncturist who has been 
director of IEP since July, 1993. 
In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter, the openly gay 
Sinclair seemed a little sur¬ 
prised when he said the project 
“is actually doing a clinical trial 
of alternative medicine that has 
been recognized by the powers 
that be. 

“Our clinic has achieved 
something in San Francisco that 
no other [alternative medicine] 
clinic has achieved - just getting 
the funding to do this study. 

“Chronic sinusitis in HIV- 
infected individuals is a recur¬ 
rent and persistent infection 
with potentially serious compli¬ 
cations,” Sinclair said. 

Symptoms of sinusitis in the 
HIV-infected population often 
resist treatment to aggressive 
Western medical management, 
and treatment is further hin¬ 
dered by the high rate of antibi¬ 
otic intolerance in the patients, 
Sinclair explained. 

Clinical observations at the 
Immune Enhancement Project 
and at other clinics in San 
Francisco have revealed a 
tremendous efficacy in the use 
of Traditional Chinese Medicine 
in the treatment of sinusitis. Up 
until now, no studies have been 
conducted comparing the effica¬ 
cy of Traditional Chinese 
Medicine and antibiotics in 
treating sinusitis. 

“I did not anticipate it would 
be this difficult getting an inves¬ 
tigational new drug [IND status] 
approved by the FDA.” 

The objective of the clinical 
trial is to compare Chinese 
Medicine with a standard antibi¬ 
otic therapy in reducing sympo- 
matology and repeated occur¬ 
rence of acute symptoms.

Sinclair said. 

Subjects will be randomly 
assigned to two treatment 
groups, he added: traditional 
Chinese medical therapy and 
conventional antibiotic therapy. 

The Immune Enhancement 
Project, located at 3450 16th 
Street, receives the bulk of its 
funding through the NIH 
office of Alternative Medicine, 
and a portion through the 
Jennifer Altman Foundation in 
Bolinas. It operates with a 
staff of six licensed acupunc¬ 
turists, four licensed massage 
therapists, and four other sup¬ 
port staff members. The annu¬ 
al budget runs around 
$450,000. 

“We specialize primarily in 
HIV, but we also are a general 
medical clinic,” Sinclair said, 
“and it is a very innovative clin¬ 
ic.” T 


WHAT ELSE IS IEP UP TO? 


The price of vitamins may keep nutrients out of reach of people 
who have debilitating illnesses like AIDS, with little or no income 
coming in: in other words, the population that arguably needs them 
most. 

The Immune Enhancement Project has sought to make vita¬ 
mins available to those individuals, with the establishment of an 
AIDS nutrient bank that provides free nutrients to a pilot group of 
low income - or no income - HIV-positive people. 

From this pilot program now in progress, IEP hopes that a 
national program will be developed to dispense vitamins and 
minerals to needy people. 

In another innovative program, San Francisco's Immune 
Enhancement Project is working with a Boston-based group to 
clinically study the effects of SPV-30™, an herbal extract derived 
from the European boxwood tree, according to information pro¬ 
vided by study coordinator David Stokes. 

Preliminary data suggests that SPV-30™ is not toxic, does not 
cause cancer, increases CD4 counts (among people who started 
the study with CD4 counts ranging from 250 to 500), reduces 
fatigue, and improves the sense of well-being. Test tube studies 
show that it inhibits HIV by targeting the reverse transcriptase 
enzyme, information provided by Stokes indicates. It has some 
properties suggestive of an immunosuppressive component. 

Dr. Jacques Durand, M.D., head of the Infectious Diseases 
Department of Hospital de I'Archet in Nice, first became aware 
of SPV-30 through a woman who had been using it for several 
years. Durand determined that a specific herb in her diet was 
related to her maintenance of a high CD4 count. 

Dr. Beth E. Mestman of Bayport, New York concluded, “These 
preliminary findings may suggest that the apparently non-toxic box¬ 
wood preparation has a viable role in the lives of HIV-positive indi¬ 
viduals, as well as those with AIDS. As future data evolves and 
national contacts are multiplied, updated reports will be made 
available." 

The specific material extracted from the boxwood remains a 
proprietary secret of the French company Arkopharma, which 
developed it. T

The Tooth, 

The Whole Tooth... 


ee xcuse us for introducing 
our own personal misery 
into this space, but we 
had some extensive and 
painful oral surgery 
recently. And, like every¬ 
thing else these days, it has made us 
think of the Contract on America. 

It’s not too hard to see the parallels 
between having one’s teeth ripped out 
and the country’s infrastructure ripped 
apart: Gingrich and Dole and Gramm 
- and, to an even greater extent, other 
surly young white GOPs nobody had 
ever heard of until last November - 
keep sounding like eager dental stu¬ 
dents, anxious to “root out” and make 
“deep cuts,” despite whatever pain it 
may inflict. 

Now, it might be true that a lot of 
our government needs a root canal, 
but we most emphatically disagree 
with the idea Republicans are the ones 
who should be going in there to do it. 
Whether you’re talking about den¬ 
tistry or economic cutbacks, delicate 
surgery should be performed by skill¬ 
ful and compassionate experts who 
remember their job is to improve oth¬ 
ers’ health, and not just to punish them 
for having indulged in past sugar 
binges. 

Of course, even in the most skill¬ 
ful and compassionate hands, the 
procedures are still painful and 
smelly and annoying to listen to. But 
in the claws of the far right, it’s a 
nightmare. Judging from the GOP’s 
unseemly appetite for wholesale 
extraction, and the hostility it 
unleashes upon anyone who requests 
or offers a second opinion, we think 
the much-vaunted Contract is coming 
off less like 20th century preventative 
dentistry than 19th century prison 
dentistry - where the procedure was 
simply to yank first and ask questions 
later. 

Such is obviously the case with 
HOPWA funds and school lunches 
and other programs Republicans 
would like to pull like so much dead 
bicuspidary. When they do that, there 
is obviously no element of profession¬ 
alism at work; it is simply the ugly 
sight of a bunch of big powerful guys 
ripping the teeth out of the less pow¬ 
erful. 

It’s made even more appalling 


because of what they’re leaving their 
children. Why is it that we as homo¬ 
sexuals have to tell heterosexuals a 
basic truth: kids ’ teeth may grow back 
automatically, but kids’ education, 
health, and futures don’t. 

On to another topic: On 
Wednesday, March 15, the country of 
Saudi Arabia beheaded a man for the 
crime of committing homosexual acts. 
Three days later the United States 
Secretary of State Warren Christopher 
visited the country for a three day 
goodwill stopover. 

Call us crazy, but we find it hard to 
harbor any good will for a country 
where getting head equals losing 
head. It sounds dangerously close to 
how things are progressing here at 
home, and we are very disappointed 
Christopher didn’t say something to 
bring the matter into the open. 

If he is embarrassed to speak of the 
outrage civilized people feel at the 
murder of a person because of the vic¬ 
tim’s sexuality, he is not worthy to be 
our secretary of state. 

Of course, less and less of the gov¬ 
ernment is worthy these days, in our 
opinion,so we urge readers to remem¬ 
ber who pays their salaries. That 
should be relatively easy these days, 
since Tax Day is nearly here. 

In past years, we have suggested 
writing a memo on your tax check’s 
little “memo” space, to the effect that 
these tax dollars are being supplied by 
a homosexual for whom equal rights 
are denied as “special rights.” (True, it 
has never seemed to have a discern- 
able effect on the way the government 
that takes and spends the checks treats 
the check’s writer, but it can give a 
momentary sense of satisfaction just 
writing it down.) 

Perhaps Newt and Dole and 
Gramm et al would be interested in 
hearing from you specifically, to learn 
how much you contributed to the trea¬ 
sury this year and to get your opinion 
of how much gall they have to treat us 
like second-class citizens. 

The most elegant phrasing to that 
effect we ever heard, by the way, was 
a statement made by Are You Being 
Served'% Mr. Harmon:

H ’m outta here. I’ve had two and a 
half wild years in this town that 
have been as up and down as the 
streets that pave it... but now I’m 

I was in a band during my time 
here in SF. A rock band. A rock band 
with all gay members. Some might say a 
queer punk band. We called it Fagbash. 
On my arrival here from Washington 
D.C., I naturally thought San Francisco 
would be the perfect place to explore 
and make a name for myself in the bur¬ 
geoning and undefined queer music 
scene. I had been warned by an old 
boyfriend about the overwhelming poli¬ 
tics that color so many aspects of life 
here, including artistic pursuits, but I 
was ready to dive in anyway and make 
something happen. Unfortunately, 
achieving success and respect in any 
band in SF, especially a queer one, just 
ain’t that easy. 

Consider the gay and lesbian “alter¬ 
native community.” Fagbash has gone 
up against more than our share of back¬ 
wards politics, misunderstanding, and 
BS attitude during our entire tenure as a 
band here. 

We recieved constant and paranoid 
reactions to our band name. I refuse to 
explain once again the irony of Fagbash. 
Suffice it to say that a complete lack of 
a sense of humor on the part of a book¬ 
ing agent prevented us from playing at 
the Bottom of the Hill at first, as well as 
causing a member of MCC to refuse to 
enter Paula’s Clubhouse on a night we 
were playing there because he thought 
we were straight homophobes - on a 
lesbian night at Paula’s! Why would 
they possibly book a band that openly 
hated queers? 

We constantly felt that people didn’t 
“get” us, and most of the time it was 
merely because we didn’t wear dresses 
and sing campy songs or write about 
femmes in black leather jackets. We pre¬ 
sent our sexuality the way it is: person¬ 
al, honest, passionate, and sometimes 
dangerous. 

OK, now in the interest of the truth, I 
willingly admit that we weren’t com¬ 
pletely without support here. Music 
columnists Don Baird and Adrian 
Roberts wrote about us, as well as 
(gasp!) actually coming to our shows. 
Matt Smith of Outpunk records gave us 
lots of great info on putting out our own 
single 7-inch, which is finally out now 
and available at record stores near you! 
Diet Popstitute was always on our side 
and even paid us a sizeable amount of 
money after a Klubstitute gig at the Stud 
(yes, it’s possible!). Eventually, we were 
booked at the Bottom of the Hill, thanx 
to Stacey and Lucas, and hosted our 
multi-media Destination.Glamour 
there, which will always be one of my 
fondest memories of living in San 
Francisco. And much props go out to 
Joan Jett Blakk for being the smartest 
drag queen here and for putting us on 
her show. 

But we couldn’t have done anything 
without our small but awesome circle of 
friends who have always supported us 
from the start (and most of whom are 
also tired of the attitudes in this town). 
To them, Fagbash says thank you and 
we love you. 

San Francisco is awesome to look at 
and a great party, but when it comes to 
making the music we want to make, we 
refuse to change how we present our 
sexuality artistically and play stupid 
political games. So, on behalf of my 
bandmates Jim and Dave, I say au 
revoir, SF... see ya in NYC. ▼

Odets Responds 

I have read the March 9 Correction for Michael 
Botkin’s misrepresentations in “Viral Apartheid,” a 
piece alleged to be about my talk at the National 
AIDS Update Conference. The “correction,” howev¬ 
er, only reasserted Mr. Botkin’s right to “opinions or 
conjecture” in the guise of “commentary,” and then 
simply repeated all of the original libel. Contrary to 
the correction, Botkin is not - in the form of com¬ 
mentary or other print - ethically or legally entitled 
to “opinions or conjecture” about ideas I “espouse or 
advocate.” These are matters of record and fact. Nor, 
of course, is Mr. Botkin entitled to opinions or con¬ 
jecture about my psychotherapy practice, psy¬ 
chotherapy patients, or personal life, all of which are 
also either matters of fact or appropriately beyond 
Mr. Botkin’s scope of knowledge. Mr. Botkin attrib¬ 
uted to me language, ideas, advocacy, and feelings 
that have no factual basis whatsoever. 

What is most disturbing about Mr. Botkin’s 
piece, however, is the distress it has wrought on 
some of my psychotherapy patients. Many have 
been unfairly injured by his “opinion and conjec¬ 
ture,” including some among the approximately 50 
percent who are, like Mr. Botkin, HIV-positive. It 
is to all these men that your sly and evasive cor¬ 
rection should have been addressed with an 
authentic apology. May I suggest to both the Bay 
Area Reporter and Mr. Botkin that misrepresenta¬ 
tion, venomous anger, hatred, and self-hatred not 
be visited upon our communities as if they were 
revelatory truth and a public service. 

Finally, in an effort to correct Mr. Botkin’s mis¬ 
representations about my AIDS Update talk - a 
useful talk about primary prevention and new 
efforts to address continuing HIV infections 
among gay men -1 would be happy to send a tran¬ 
script of the talk to anyone interested.

In May of 1993, gay movement founder Harry 
Hay and his partner John Burnside were burned 
out of their rented house in Los Angeles. The fire 
destroyed not only a home where many of us have 
spent long, enjoyable hours, but also a viable eco¬ 
nomic arrangement that enabled the couple to live 
comfortably on their monthly social security 
income.

At the ages of 83 and 78, after having 
given a lifetime of service to the gay movement, 
Harry and John are now facing serious economic 
distress.

gies. Nearly everything HIV-n^gatives see and read 
in the gay media is about managing HIV infection. 
Apparently, they don’t feel a lo( of hope about sur¬ 
viving the AIDS epidemic. Presuming infection is 
inevitable, they aren’t so careful with safe sex, and 
they seroconvert. Unfortunately, it is part of their 
“identity” that they will get sick and die. The way I 
see it, if HIV-negative support groups help give peo¬ 
ple a sense of hope and reaffirmation for their sur¬ 
vival, then they might think twice when an unsafe 
sex opportunity arises. A strong HIV-negative identi¬ 
ty could keep them safe. 

HIV-negatives need to get safe sex messages 
that are about staying uninfected and staying alive, 
and about (God forbid!) having a future. They need 
a gay male “identity” that is about living. Feeling 
hopeful about the future appears to trample on 
PWAs’ emotions. I believe that the media, and var¬ 
ious AIDS education campaigns, are not encourag¬ 
ing HIV-negatives’ enthusiasm, for fear of offend¬ 
ing HI Vers. And the end result? More who sero¬ 
convert. In our media campaigns, there must be a 
way to be sensitive to the issues of alhpersons with 
HIV; to offer support to persons who are living 
with AIDS; and to remind HIV-negatives that they 
are part of a large group of gay men who can and 
will survive this epidemic. This third concept is 
currently missing, and I see this as the focus of 
Odets’s work. 

So many of us have lots of anger about AIDS. Un¬ 
fortunately, Botkin misdirects his anger towards efforts 
to protect the uninfected. And in this case; he misses 
the point of AIDS prevention: preventing AIDS.

The Crystal Epidemic 1 

After attending the speed symposium held at the 
Women’s Building on Thursday, March 9th, a few 
things have become apparent. One is the fact that it 
has taken too long for the community at large to 
start to discuss this issue. Another is the reality that 
we need to deal with this issue in an up front and 
nonjudgmental manner. The panel, which consisted 
of several HIV/AIDS care “professionals” and one 
person who was dealing with his own issues of 
crystal addiction, sometimes came across to some 
members of the audience as being condescending 
and sermonizing about the crystal meth epidermic. 

While I applaud that people are gathering to* talk 
about this unmentioned issue rather than sweeping it 
under the mg, more dialogue is needed and ideas must 
be presented to help create support systems for those 
using this drug. I realize that the panel has their hearts 
in the right place but more discussion needs to take 
place as to why so many people are hooked on speed. 

The emotional trauma that our community has 
been dealing with over the past years is staggering. 
We are told that half of the gay men in San 
Francisco may be HIV positive. We know that 
being a queer person in San Francisco during the 
1980s and 1990s is no piece of cake. The lack of 
support systems and role models, coupled with the 
infighting and the overall conservative backlash , 
against our movement, has contributed to the feel- , 
ings of hopelessness, fear and insecurity about our : 
future and the future of our queer youth. The fact 
of the matter is that it has been over ten years and 
there is no cure for the AIDS virus.... 

People who use crystal meth are not “bad” peo¬ 
ple. They are seeking escape from a reality which is 
not a pretty one. The use of crystal is promoted by 
those in the club scene because it promotes feelings 
of euphoria and well-being during the first few 
times of use. Overuse of the drug, as with any drug, 
can cause immune suppression and negative physi¬ 
cal and psychological effects. We must prepare for 
the news that HIV infection rates will increase in a 
few years due to the explosive increase in the use of 
crystal meth over the last three years. 

The crystal epidemic may be one reason for the 
widespread apathy in our community. The specter 
of HIV/AIDS looms so large over our shoulders 
that we try to block it out for a night, a weekend, a 
week. We try so hard to forget that our lovers, 
friends, and acquaintances are sick and dying. 

I believe that harm reduction might help those 
who have issues with the use of crystal 
methedrine. In the Netherlands, the policy of harm 
reduction helps to keep drug users away from 
harder drugs by suggesting less harmful sub¬ 
stances that are not as addictive and destructive. 
By being open to new ideas we can avoid the failed 
“just say no” drug hysteria and help people make 
informed decisions about their drug use. 

I would like to see another forum held soon on 
the use of crystal, but in a different format. Rather 
than having a panel of experts in discussion with 
an audience, let’s have a circle where we all, both 
users and non-users, begin to talk about what is 
really happening inside our hearts. With love, com¬ 
passion, nonjudgment, and open hearts, we can 


deal with the realities of living and dying rather 
than running away from our responsibilities to our 
sisters’ and brothers’ well-being.

My T-cell count is in excess of 700; I 
have never taken any medication such as AZT for 
the virus, and as far as turning to fresh, real nutrition 
goes. I’m sure that Burger King owes a large part of 
its financial success to my patronage. I do believe 
that the reason that I have stayed healthy for so long 
(while over 35 of my friends from San Francisco 
have passed away) is due in part to my refusal to let 
this crummy virus rule my life. 

As far as I know, I was never contacted by 
Messrs. Silva & McKown to find out if I have used 
non-traditional medicine, nor did they contact me 
about my eating habits. When I read their letter, I 
thought “what could it hurt?” Then when I read the 
follow-up letter from Bob Smith I felt compelled 
to write. I honestly don’t think that Silva & 
McKown meant any harm by their statements, but 
I do feel that they were wrong in making a blanket 
statement about “all long-term survivors.”

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Wilson on the Verge 


hough California Gov¬ 
ernor Pete Wilson 
promised voters several 
times during last year’s 
campaign that he would not be a 
candidate for president in 1996 
if re-elected, sources close to the 
governor are leaking the news 
that an “announcement that 
Wilson is in” may come “as 
early as May 1” - less than two 
months away. 

Indeed, despite the repeated 
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“official” word from the Wilson 
camp that “he hasn’t decided 
yet,” the decision, according to 
many of the checkbook 
Republicans who have helped 
finance past Wilson campaigns, 
has been made, and barring any 
dramatic last-minute problem, 
Pete Wilson will soon be off and 
running for the GOP nomination 
- and the dubious chance of 
unseating President Clinton next 
year. 

Even the fact that an active 
candidacy would force Wilson 
to spend a lot of time out of state 
campaigning (thereby effective¬ 
ly leaving Democratic 
Lieutenant Governor Gray 
Davis running the state) appar¬ 
ently made little difference in 
the decision and was hardly a 
factor during the days that 
Wilson was quietly making up 
his mind. 

Though President Clinton is 
the first sitting governor to win 
the presidency since Franklin 
Roosevelt did so back in 1932, 
Wilson’s stock, despite some 
recent low polling numbers here 
in his home state, has dramati¬ 
cally risen in many parts of the 
country, making him a very for¬ 
midable foe. Also, with two 
Washington “insiders,” conserv¬ 
atives Bob Dole and Phil 
Gramm, about to lock horns as 
their candidacies get off the 
ground, Wilson could sneak in 
and steal the limelight from the 
veteran warhorses. 

The governor’s strategy 
apparently calls for him to limit 
his early campaigning to pivotal 
states like New Hampshire, 
where even a third-place finish 
behind Dole and Gramm would 
be considered a sign of early 
strength that could keep him 
competitive in a few other states 
until the March 26 California 
primary, the truly “big prize” in 
the presidential sweepstakes. A 
Wilson win, as expected, would 
make him a real contender at the 
GOP Convention to be held next 
August in his hometown of San 
Diego. 

For whatever it’s worth, the 
late Richard Nixon predicted 
that the 1996 GOP ticket would 
be Pete Wilson-Christine Todd 
Whitman (the popular governor 
of New Jersey), and whatever 
your feelings on Tricky Dicky, 
he did have a keen political 
sense that even his enemies 
admired. 

I think you can take this one 
to the bank: Pete Wilson 


becomes a very serious candi¬ 
date for president before July 4. 

Incidentally, when former 
East Bay Assemblywoman 
Delaine Eastin, the partisan 
Democrat elected last fall to the 
“non-partisan” office of state 
superintendent of public instruc¬ 
tion, was asked recently what 
she thought about Pete Wilson 
running for president, she quick¬ 
ly replied that while she sup¬ 
ports the re-election of President 
Clinton, “America could do a 
whole lot worse than Pete 
Wilson.” 

When Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown announced last 
week that he is exploring a fed¬ 
eral court challenge to the state’s 
term limits law, he picked up a

lot of support. The term-limits 
initiative, passed by California 
voters in 1990, limits Assembly 
members to three two-year 
terms and state senators and 
other statewide officeholders to 
two four-year terms. It is indeed 
time this law was challenged, as 
it makes no more sense than the 
promise the Washington 
Republicans (read: Newt 
Gingrich) made in their Contract 
With America to limit the terms 
of U.S. representatives and sen¬ 
ators. 

Big surprise: since the GOP 
took control of Congress this 
year, they have suddenly put the 
idea of term limits on the back 
burner. Evidently, it’s only suit¬ 
able as a campaign issue. 

The gay rights group 
Stonewall Cincinnati is organiz¬ 
ing a “buycott” in that Ohio city 
to support businesses that back 
gay rights. The move is 
designed to counter last week’s 
City Council vote to remove 
gays and lesbians from 
Cincinnati’s human rights ordi¬ 
nance. 

Celebs: Rocker Elton John 
will perform one of his three 
Oscar-nominated songs from 
The Lion King at next Monday’s 
Academy Awards extravaganza, 
and then will host his annual 
AIDS fundraiser party. No one 
in Hollywood misses this bash! 

Meanwhile, Olympic diver 
Greg Louganis has announced 
that a movie will be made based 
on his new best-seller autobiog¬ 


raphy. Louganis says that 
although he wants to become a 
respected actor, he won’t star in 
the movie though he “hopes to 
do some of the diving scenes.” 

Massachusetts recorded its 
10,000th case of AIDS this 
week, and Governor Bill Weld, a 
Republican often referred to as 
America’s most pro-gay gover¬ 
nor, said efforts will be made to 
increase awareness of the dis¬ 
ease and to “prevent the dis¬ 
ease’s spread and eliminate big¬ 
otry directed at people living 
with AIDS.” 

People who know her well 
are saying that Elizabeth Birch, 
the new executive director of 
The Human Rights Campaign 
Fund, is perfect for the job. 

San Francisco friends of 
Anita Hill (and she has a num¬ 
ber of them here) are telling me 
that the law professor who 
gained national attention during 
the confirmation hearings for 
Supreme Court Justice Clarence 
Thomas intends to resign her 
University of Oklahoma job and 
move to Laguna Beach, where 
she will write two books for 
Doubleday: her autobiography 
and a study of historical and 
contemporary sexual harass¬ 
ment. 

Odd Couple: In Washington, 
Utah Senator Orrin Hatch, the 
conservative Republican who 
once called the Democrats “the 
party of homosexuals and abor¬ 
tion” (but quickly and loudly 
apologized), will receive an 
award this week from the NOW 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. While still a confirmed 
conservative. Hatch, now the 
chair of the powerful Judiciary 
Committee, is one of Senator 
Ted Kennedy’s closest friends, 
and his friendship with Kennedy 
has made a difference in the 
positions of the once hateful 
Hatch. Indeed, Hatch let Bob 
Dole and other GOP senate 
leaders know last week that, in 
their pruning frenzy, they had 
better not touch programs for 
the poor, AIDS funding and 
ways to fight domestic violence. 
Though Hatch, a Mormon 
Church elder, still has problems 
with the gay lifestyle, he fights 
for hate-crime legislation to pro¬ 
tect gays “because I just don’t 
like any kind of injustice.” As 
for the Christian right, he plain¬ 
ly states that “they should know 
that if they want us Republicans 
to be clones of the far right, I’m 
never going to be there.” 

When six gay military peo¬ 
ple went to the federal court last 
week to ask a judge to do what 
our national leaders will not do 
- declare that banning open 
gays and lesbians from the 
armed services is wrong - the 
respected Los Angeles Times 
editorialized that “the judge in 
this case, Eugene Nickerson, a 
district judge from Brooklyn, 
who must rule by March 31, has 
a historic opportunity to sweep 
away decades of costly, cruel 
and pointless discrimination 
against loyal Americans.” And 
that, folks, is my Quote of the 
Week. ▼

Harmonica then did a parody 
of the African dancer brought to 
the U.S. from the “dark conti¬ 
nent” to perform/be exploited 
by the ballet crowd. I laughed 
until I shook, cried, and gasped 
for air. 

The next two days were 
packed with a plethora of ple¬ 
nary sessions and work ses¬ 
sions. The three plenaries 
included such speakers as 
Barbara Smith, Dr. Elias 
Farajaje-Jones, Essex Hemphill, 
Samuel Delany, Jacqui 
Alexander, Isaac Julian, Coco 
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Fusco, and Kobena Mercer. 
Questions of race, class, gender. 
Black Nationalism, queer iden¬ 
tity, and a global movement 
were discussed. 

Dr. Farajaje-Jones of Howard 
University pointed out that there 
is danger in dichotomizing in 
our own community just as 
binaries are, by their very 
nature, divisive and dangerous 
elsewhere in life. We cannot 
draw the line at academic vs. not 
- or as Dr. Farajaje-Jones put it, 
“club kids vs. conference kids.” 
If we follow the narrow lines of 
thought set up by such binaries, 
we only serve to limit ourselves 
and others, as well as our per¬ 
ception of ourselves and others. 

Kwame Anthony Appiah 
from Harvard named other dan¬ 
gerous dichotomous “options” 
with which we have limited our¬ 
selves in the past. They are 
those of Black Nationalism vs. 
Uncle Tom; and the Gay 
Liberation Movement (white) 
vs. The Closet. 

Just as things were getting 
uncomfortably academic and 
theoretical, Barbara Smith 
reminded the conference partic¬ 
ipants that “ Homophobia, 
racism, sexism, classism ... are 
not theoretical concepts. A child 
really is hungry down the street 
right now. 

“There really is a woman 
being raped and beaten right 
now. 

“That person you passed on 
the street really did sleep out¬ 
side last night." 

Work, work, workshops 

There were far too many 


workshops from which to 
choose, exploring a broad vari¬ 
ety of issues from the politics of 
“purity” to being consumed by 
pop culture; from erotica to 
being “queer and colored” in 
academia. 

The first workshop I attended 
was titled “Black Nationalism, 
Homosexuality, and the Politics 
of Purity” - at which two of the 
three panel presenters were 
white men! Go figure. 

By the time we finished lis¬ 
tening dutifully to their presen¬ 
tations (and then went on to 
process the politics playing out 
within the panel itself) there was 
only time left to scratch the sur¬ 
face, but we did manage a good 
beginning in discussing the 
nationalisms of Garvey, the 
Black Panthers, and the Nation 
of Islam and their relation to 
sexuality. All are opposed to 
homosexuality in some way, 
although some more vehement¬ 
ly than others, and in this way 
shared a common hole in their 
nationalisms where women and 
queers should have been. 

The conference also featured 
private screenings of two forth¬ 
coming films: Black Is...Black 
Ain’t by Marlon Riggs, and A 
Litany for Survival: The Life 
and Work of Audre Lorde, by 
.Ada Gay Griffin and Michelle 
Parkerson. As the films have not 
been officially released they 
cannot be officially reviewed, 
but I would suggest that when 
they are released you should be 
first in line for tickets. 

The conference was docu¬ 
mented on video by Cheryl 
Dunye and Shari Frilot and a 
host of volunteers. The videos 
and accompanying booklet will 
be ready in June of 1995, and 
were made possible by a grant 
from the Ford Foundation. ▼

Jenny Jones, Journalism 
& Jabberwocky

“Jabberwocky,” says Lewis Carroll, is 
“meaningless writing.” The term is an apt 
description for much of the so-called reporting 
on the recent murder of a gay man who 
appeared on the Jenny Jones talk show. As part 
of a “Secret Admirers” segment, Scott 
Amedure - a gay guest - revealed his attraction 
for another guest (John Schmitz, reported to be 
heterosexual); three days later, Amedure was 
shot and killed by the “embarrassed” Schmitz. 

Although the murder was widely reported, 
virtually none of the mainstream media men¬ 
tioned the word “homophobia.” Remarkably, 
the hate motivation behind the crime - known 
to all lesbians and gay men - went unreported. 
The press focused instead on the issue of 
whether or not TV talks shows have become 
“too trashy.” 

The major television networks, NBC, CBS, 
and ABC, emphasized this “sleaze” factor. 
They failed to account for the homophobia - so 
endemic to our society - that should have been 
this story’s lead. In fact, by focusing on 
whether or not he had been deceived or 
“abused” by Jenny Jones producers, the net¬ 
works managed to portray the murderer as the 
victim! 

The print media did an even worse job of 
covering the story. The Associated Press report 
(March 11), written by Frazier Moore, also 
side-stepped homophobia. The central issue 
was the morality of the talk show’s producers. 
The AP article was written as if - contrary to 
all logic - the murder resulted from the mere 
fact of the possible “deception.” The likelihood 
of the crime, the reporter suggested, would 
have been the same whether Amedure had been 
a gay man or a straight woman. 

The New York Times first reported the story 
in a small article on March 12, which managed 
to never mention the words “gay” or “homo¬ 
phobia.” On March 14, the Times ran a front 
page article that made a brief reference to the 
murder itself, and then went on to question of 
the integrity of talk shows in general. 

The Reuters news syndicate lead their story 
with this sentence: “Prosecutors alleged Friday 
that a nationally syndicated talk show is partly 
to blame for a murder - committed by a male 
guest angered after being introduced on-cam¬ 
era to a secret admirer who turned out to be 
another man.” The Reuters article then 
describes how the murderer - Schmitz - “kept 
his composure” during the taping but was ulti¬ 
mately “shocked” and “unable to control his 
anger.” Quoted extensively is Michigan prose¬ 
cutor Richard Thompson, who not only “part¬ 
ly” - but fully - blames the murder “on the 
Jenny Jones show[, which] ambushed this 
defendant with humiliation.” Nowhere in this 
article is any mention made of “homophobia,” 
and not one expert on lesbian/gay hate violence 
is quoted. In fact, not one openly lesbian or gay 
person is quoted! 

In every case, journalists missed the story. 
The story here, of course, isn’t Jenny Jones or 
talk show “morality.” 

The story is hate. The story is homophobia. 
The story is, as Marlon Riggs once wrote, “the 
queer blood that runs loose and wild along the 
curbside” of streets in every city and town in 
this country. 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Justice, lesbians and gays men are probably the 
most frequent victims of hate violence in this 
country. The National Gay & Lesbian Task 
Force reports that, in 1994, at least 59 lesbian 
and gay individuals lost their lives in bias- 
motivated murders. It is unconscionable for the 
mainstream media to brush these and similar 
facts aside, and ignore the issue of homophobia 
in reporting on hate crimes committed against 
our community.

Don’t Tell Me 
You Had a Penis! 

The March 13 episode of Chicago Hope , a 
CBS medical drama series, featured a singular 
storyline about transphobia and transgender 
identity. The plot revolved around the relation¬ 
ship between “Billy” and “Annie,” two roman¬ 
tically-involved characters. 

In an opening scene, Billy is injured during 
a hockey game and - accompanied by girl¬ 
friend Annie - he goes to the hospital for 
reconstructive surgery. The surgeon, Jeri 
Enfante, somehow knows Annie and this past 
relationship leads Billy down a path of specu¬ 
lation. 

First, Billy assumes that Annie might have 
had breast implants (and just “hopes they were 
saline”). But, as it turns out. Dr. Enfante actu¬ 
ally had performed Annie’s sex reassignment 
surgery three years earlier, freeing her from 
what is later described as “gender dysphoria 
disorder.” 

As might be expected, the plot turns on 
Annie’s decision to “tell my boyfriend I used to 
be a man.” Falling deeper in love with Billy, 
she decides to tell him. Billy comes unglued at 
the news, ranting that he could have handled it 
if Annie had told him she had “been married, 
or had a criminal record ... but to tell me that 
you used to have a penisT 

The well-intentioned dialogue attempts to 
make an important point. Straight boy Billy 
(who is also a medical doctor!) can perfectly 
accept that his girlfriend might have had dan¬ 
gerous implant surgery solely to increase her 
breast size - but he reverts to raving lunacy 
when Annie tells him that she had surgery in 
order to live completely as the gender she 
knows is truly hers. 

A medical colleague eventually attempts to 
convince Billy that “love is love.” To Billy, 
however, Annie has now become a “thing” and 
a “mutant.” This scene ends with Dr. Enfante 
telling Billy that, while she first felt bad for 
Annie, she now fells sorry for him. Thus, the 
script manages to bypass the usual contrivance 
of illicit “pity” for transgendered persons, and 
instead focuses the disdain where it belongs - 
on the transphobic. 

The plot ends on an emotionally-powerful, 
if discouraging, note. Although both Annie and 
Billy tell each other that they want to “try to 
make it work,” Billy recoils from Annie’s kiss. 
“I wish you hadn’t told me,” he says, and the 
couple parts. 

This storyline broaches a subject that many 
prime-time TV viewers still “wish you hadn’t 
told me.” As such, it begins to break the enor¬ 
mous silence and ignorance that surrounds 
transgender issues.

Dr. Tom Polcari, an openly 
gay Pentecostal preacher in the 
East Bay, has been dropped as a 
national telephone counselor by 
the Trinity Broadcasting 
Network, where he has volun¬ 
teered as a “prayer partner” 
since 1980. 

Polcari, whose ministry on 
the UC Berkeley campus and at 
various clubs in the city 
includes many gay and lesbian 
people, said he believes his own 
sexuality is the reason he was 
denied access to the Trinity stu¬ 
dio and its bank of incoming 
telephone lines, where he was to 
help answer viewers’ calls. 

He said he hadn’t been given 
any warning that his status had 
been changed, and first became 
aware of it the night he was 
locked out and his security 
badge was pulled. 

The issue of his sexual orien¬ 
tation first came up last fall, he 
said; rather than lie to Trinity, he 
told the Bay Area Reporter, he 
“leveled with them.” 
Unfortunately, he said, the net¬ 
work officials were not equally 
as honest with him. 

At first, they indicated 
Polcari had been denied access 
because he “lived outside the 
area,” but phone calls come in 
from all over the nation and 
Trinity Broadcasting Network 
can be seen on various cable sta¬ 
tions throughout the Bay Area. 
Officials at the Tustin, 
California broadcasting head¬ 
quarters also lied, he said, when 
they later told him, “We have a 
surplus of counseling staff.” 
Polcari said he was well aware 
that they were frequently short 
of “prayer partners” to accept 
incoming calls. On some busy 
Fridays between 9 and 10 p.m., 
he told the B.A.R ., he has been 
the only person answering 50 
phone lines. 

Mrs. Brown, you’ve got 
an ugly turn of phrase 

Polcari also told the Bay 
Area Reporter that TBN 
Personnel Director Ruth Brown 
asked if he would sign affidavits 
saying he was no longer gay and 
that he would remain celibate 
for the rest of his life. He 
declined. 

“We love the gay and lesbian 
people - however, you can’t be 
part of our group,” he recalls 
Brown telling him. “You just 
have to change your lifestyle 
and become different if you 
want to be part of this group.” 

Brown also reportedly told 
Polcari the word “gay” is a mis¬ 


nomer. She called it the “sad 
community” because she 
believes it is filled with “loneli¬ 
ness, sadness, and emptiness.” 
Polcari said he responded that it 
is no different from the hetero¬ 
sexual community, which has its 
share of all three. 

He has also written a letter to 
Paul Crouch, president and 
founder of Trinity Broadcasting 
Network, telling him he had 
been terminated without notice 
and without due process. He is 
awaiting the response. 

In the meanwhile, Polcari 
told the B.A.R., he intends to 
continue his radio ministry, 
which is separate from Trinity 
Broadcasting. He broadcasts on 
KEST at 1450 AM radio in the 
Bay Area each Saturday from 
midnight. ▼ 


New Stop AIDS Project Targets 
African-American, Latino Men

A new poster campaign 
by the Stop AIDS Project 
drawing attention at local 
bus shelters is targeting 
African-American and 
Latino men. 

AIDS has proven to be 
particularly devastating to 
the Latino community and 
men of color in general, said 
Reggie Gage, African- 
American program coordi¬ 
nator and campaign coordi¬ 
nator for the new poster 
campaign effort. 

Gage was joined in his 
concern by Alberto 
Mendoza, newly-hired 
Latino program coordinator, 
who emphasized that the 
Stop AIDS Project offers 
information and services 
that can save lives. “This 
campaign will help us fur¬ 


ther encourage and motivate 
gay and bisexual Latino men 
in the city to stay safe,” he 
said. 

“Since these communi¬ 
ties have high rates of risk 
behavior and new HIV 
infections, the need for tar¬ 
geted and effective preven¬ 
tion remains imperative,” 
said Fred Sonenberg, execu¬ 
tive director of the Stop 
AIDS Project. 

Now in its tenth year, the 
project is a community orga¬ 
nizing project for self-identi¬ 
fied gay and bisexual men in 
San Francisco, seeking to 
reduce HIV transmission 
and lessen adverse effects of 
the HIV epidemic on the 
community. ▼

AIDS Emergency Fund 
To Benefit From 
Ad2 Pro Bono 
Ad Campaign

n advertising campaign benefiting 
the AIDS Emergency Fund (AEF) 
will start running in the Bay Area 
next May, at a cost to the organiza¬ 
tion of virtually nothing. 

The extensive campaign will include tele¬ 
vision spots and gigantic posters in BART 
stations, and will be aimed at East Bay cities 
where the incidence of AIDS is highest. 

The very minimal cost is important 
because the AEF is a volunteer agency that 
prides itself on giving about 90 percent of 
funds raised back to clients with AIDS and 
disabling HIV. 

Gary Nueman, the account director who 
coordinated the campaign for Ad2, a nation¬ 
wide network of young volunteer advertising 
executives with chapters in some of the 
nation’s major cities, told the Bay Area 
Reporter all six of the volunteer advertising 
and marketing professionals who created the 
massive advertising campaign are heterosex¬ 
ual men between the ages of 24-31. 

Locally, Ad2 is a subsidiary group com¬ 
posed of younger members of the 
Advertising Club in San Francisco, who 
donated their time as producers, editors, and 
contributors of talent. Older members of the 
Advertising Club donated services as well, 
Nueman said. 

The ad campaign will run for about six 
months and will offer a different approach to 
the subject of AIDS, using a concept based 
on desperate situations not of the subject’s 
choosing, Nueman told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

For example, the commercial for televi¬ 
sion will use old movie footage of a man 
caught between two walls that are closing in 
on him, and his attempts to hold them back 


from crushing him, Nueman explained. 
Posters placed at transit shelters, BART sta¬ 
tions, and elsewhere will use the same 
images. 

Dan Vojir of AEF told the B.A.R. that the 
fund only learned last August that Ad2 
designed a virtually free advertising cam¬ 
paign for one non-profit organization each 
year - one day before the application dead¬ 
line. He set to work with what he calls a 
“nothing ventured” attitude and quickly sub¬ 
mitted a three-page application, including a 
statement of purpose and answers to all 
Ad2’s questions. 

About six weeks later he learned that AEF 
was one of three finalists, and when the fund 
learned it had been given the grant, the hard 
work really began, Vojir told the B.A.R. 

“We discussed goals ad infinitum, and it 
was decided that since the greatest increase 
in new AIDS and HIV cases was in the East 
Bay, primarily Oakland/Alameda, that 50 
percent of the campaign would target that 
group.” 

Last December, Nueman presented AEF 
committee board members with six black 
and white photo placards, and Vojir said “the 
committee chose the right thrust from the 
creatives presented.” Ad2 then went to work 
pulling together the personnel - up to 100 
outside artists, producers, and other volun¬ 
teers - for the various tasks. Nueman specif¬ 
ically praised the efforts of copywriters Joe 
Newfield and Don Morales, and of art direc¬ 
tor Alan Patton. 

In 1993 Ad2 San Francisco won a nation¬ 
al award for creating interior buscards, bus 
shelter posters, a new logo and stationery, 
and 20 radio spots for Kairos Support for 
Caregivers, Vojir said. He estimated the 
value of the AEF campaign at around 
$ 200 , 000 . ▼

Alameda County Braces for AIDS Funding Cuts

In 1992, President-elect Bill 
Clinton used the song “Don’t 
Stop Thinking About 
Tomorrow” to cheer on a hope¬ 
ful American public. But today 
it would only serve as an omi¬ 
nous reminder that Republican 
sponsored spending cuts have 
just begun. 

Even with the restoration 
amendment passed on March 2 
rescuing $35 million in cuts for 
Ryan White and HIV preven¬ 
tion programs, the situation is 
bleak on the gay and AIDS 
fronts. 

If other proposed cuts (like 
H O P W A — Housing 
Opportunities for People With 
AIDS) are not halted, either by 
President Clinton or various 
bipartisan coalitions, the cir¬ 
cumstances would be particu¬ 
larly devastating to AIDS 
activists in the ’burbs of 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties. 

Although the East Bay’s 
HIV infection rates are rapidly 
increasing, its programs remain 
years behind San Francisco’s, 
because it lacks the super- 
machinery to raise the kind of 
money required. With a $1.5 


million annual budget, for 
example, AIDS Project of the 
East Bay would be considered a 
medium-sized agency in San 
Francisco; on this side of the 
bay it is the largest. Less than 
two dozen beds for indigent 
AIDS patients exist in the entire 
county; none are in Berkeley; 
and the community support 
needed to respond to crises as 
they develop — especially 
housing — doesn’t exist here 
for the approximately 1,481 
people living with AIDS. 

Although County Housing 
Director Linda Gardner said 
HOPWA was saved as a distinct 
program for at least a couple 
more years and would then be 
folded into a block grant pro¬ 
gram, she also said $1.1 million 
in HOPWA funds are at risk for 
1995 and beyond. If all 
HOPWA funds are scratched, 
there will be a lot of PWAs on 
the streets in Alameda County 
as a direct result. 

Nationally, homeless people 
with AIDS have an estimated 
life expectancy of six months. 
A glimmer of good news came 
on Monday, March 20 when 
HUD announced that local 
agencies can now bid on a 
housing voucher contract for

approximately 5,000 homeless 
PWAs. But other housing pro¬ 
jects, involving money already 
appropriated for fiscal year 
1995, are not as safe. Another 
consideration under discussion 
at HUD is to limit participation 
in any future housing voucher 
program to two years, said 
Katharine Gale, Housing and 
Community Development 
Specialist with the county. 

“If the rescission is success¬ 
ful, this means a huge depletion 
of resources to house people 
with AIDS,” Gale said. 
“There’s a large population, 
somewhere between 15 to 25 
percent, of the homeless who 
are HIV-positive,” she told the 
B.A.R. “We can’t wait a couple 
of years to house those people. 
We need resources to house 
those people now.” 

Very different 
caseload from S.F.’s 

Valerie Papaya-Mann, direc¬ 
tor of AIDS Project of the East 
Bay, told the Bay Area Reporter 
the differences between the East 
Bay and San Francisco HIV and 
AIDS clients are vast. The East 
Bay has a greater percentage of 
HIV-positive women and 
youths, more new cases, a 
broader geographic area, and 
bigger cultural and sexuality 
barriers. Of APEB’s 800 clients, 
she said, 80 percent already live 
below the poverty line, 80 per¬ 
cent are people of color, 40 per¬ 
cent are homeless, 25 percent 
are women - many of whom 
have dependent children - and 
45 percent have substance abuse 
issues. 

Gay white men were notice¬ 
ably absent from the survey, 
taken in 1993, of HIV and 
AIDS patients; they were, in 
fact, the least common of nine 
categories. (Countywide, 48 
percent of adults living with 
HIV or AIDS are gay and 
bisexual white males, but 
African-American men and 
women are experiencing the 
largest increase rate, according 
to epidemiology figures avail¬ 
able up to December 1994.) 
Now the Gay White Male 
Caucus, a very recent effort to 
address the specific concerns of 
that group, will quite possibly 
fall due to cutbacks. 

Likewise, the board of 
supervisors only recently fund¬ 
ed a contract employee to oper¬ 


ate the Women’s Early 
Intervention Center inside the 
County Office of AIDS 
Administration. Director Dori 
Sproul is conducting focus 
groups this month for future 
medical and psychosocial ser¬ 
vices, and said that she will 
become a permanent employee 
soon. That will depend, of 
course, on funding. 

No formal contingency 
plans have been formulated by 
the county, according to 
Alameda County Supervisor 
Wilma Chan, but they are 
preparing reports on the impact 
of the cuts on the county. And 
Chan sounded like many elect¬ 
ed officials and AIDS activists 
who are hoping that an ounce of 
humanity remains after 
Republicans extract their pound 
of flesh from those least able to 
afford it. “It remains to be 
seen,” she said warily, “because 
these discussions in 
Washington and Sacramento 
are very preliminary.” 

Office of AIDS Administra¬ 
tion Director Eugene Richards 
said, “It’s hard to talk about that 
because I haven’t a clue - and I 
don’t think anyone else does 
either - if they do cut, where 
it’ll be. There are a million dif¬ 
ferent ways they can do that.” 

Jeff Meredith, who was 
instrumental in putting together 
AIDS housing in Alameda 
County in his former capacity 
at Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay, now says he despairs of 
future cuts. 

“I literally don’t want to 
open up the newspaper,” he told 
the BA.R. “I’m afraid what else 
these fools are trying to do. It’s 
unconscionable that they would 
pull the whole funding for 
HOPWA.” 

Papaya-Mann said that 
Clinton ought to stick to his 
ideals against a Republican 
Congress that is out for blood. 
“I blame the government struc¬ 
ture that is beginning to buy 
into decreasing funding for 
much-needed services,” she 
said. “This is a life and death 
situation and we don’t have 
time to experiment on it. 

“In the past years we have 
seen a decrease in diagnoses 
because people are finally get¬ 
ting the [safer sex education] 
message. Being a former edu¬ 
cator, I’m aware that education 
takes place through repetition 


of a message. So for ten years 
we have put money into AIDS 
education and prevention, and 
if we stop funding those pro¬ 
grams, it will result in an epi¬ 
demic that we may not be able 
to control in the 21st century.” 

Meredith manages to sound 
guardedly optimistic. “If a 
Republican president would 
turn back massive cuts like 
Reagan did back in the early 
80s, we can only hope that a 
Democrat would do that.” 

Gays vs. AIDS Office: 
increasing friction 

If a climate is created where 
the mere survival of AIDS pro¬ 
grams will be a sign of victory, 
the motivation to solve the 
increasingly ugly battles 
between the largely gay PWA 
community and Office of AIDS 
administration will decrease 
even more. 

Despite a continuing dia¬ 
logue between office director 
Eugene Richards and PWAs, 
the groups continue to grow 
further apart. In fact, a petition 
was recently sent to Alameda 
County Supervisor Gail Steele, 
County Health Services 
Agency Director David J. 
Kears, and County Public 
Health Department Director 
Arnold Perkins demanding 
explanations for: using county 
funds, which PWAs say were 
earmarked for health programs; 
for Ryan White administrative 
costs; for non-adherence to the 
needs assessment in 1995 
spending, which Richards told 
the B.A.R. did not take place; 
and questions by the PWA com¬ 
munity over the use of an AIDS 
hospice that has a higher cost 
than others in Oakland and 
which they allege turns patients 
out into the streets once full¬ 
blown AIDS sets in. 

Richards said criticisms 
about the hospice were based 
on inaccurate figures released 
by a program specialist in his 
office. 

The debate over high over¬ 
head will probably not be less¬ 
ened after the opening of new 
offices for the Office of AIDS 
Administration last month. 
The luxurious headquarters 
resemble those of a private 
HMO corporation, rather than 
a county AIDS office living 
under the threat of massive 
budget cuts. T

another worker that Transworld sought a pretext 
in order to fire Liebert because the firm didn’t 
want to employ homosexuals. 

Wrongful termination in violation of public 
policy is a separate cause of action and remains 
unaffected by any legal questions about whether 
or not Liebert exhausted his administrative reme¬ 
dies with the Labor Commission before he filed 
suit, the Appeal Court ruled. 

A lower court had dismissed Liebert’s suit, 
finding that he did not first file an administra¬ 
tive complaint with the state Labor 
Commissioner. 

Although statutes banning anti-gay job dis¬ 
crimination were added to the California Labor 
code in 1993 after the passage of AB 2601, 
courts have also held that anti-gay job bias was a 
violation of public policy and that is itself 
grounds for a suit. 

The Appeal Court was also asked to rule on 


whether a gay or lesbian employee must file a 
claim with the state Labor Commissioner within 
30 days of the act of discrimination in order to 
file a lawsuit under the Labor Code, said 
Liebert’s attorney Paul Wotman. 

“They did not decide that issue. I hope they 
do so soon,” Wotman told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I want to make it clear that I don’t 
believe the law requires an administrative com¬ 
plaint to be filed with the Labor Commission 
before a suit is filed. I believe this decision says 
you don’t have to, that you can still find other 
action.” 

Wotman told the Bay Area Reporter that 
shortly after the Appeal Court decision, other 
former employees for the firm have come for¬ 
ward with anti-gay discrimination charges. 

The Appeal Court ruling said that any kind of 
employment discrimination based on sex, race, 
religion or sexual orientation was “invidious and 
violates a fundamental public policy of this 
state.” 

Wotman said he expected the suit to go to trial 
in six months. ▼

State Health Dept. Expands 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program

California’s AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP), which provides life-saving drugs to peo¬ 
ple living with HIV, has been expanded to include 
18 additional drugs, Kim Belshe, state Health 
Director, announced in a statement dated March 15. 

“This program provides a critical link in health 
care for thousands of Californians living with HIV 
and AIDS,” Belshe said. “Access to therapies not 
only enables HIV-infected persons to stay healthi¬ 
er longer but also cuts down on the cost of HIV 
care to the public health system.” 

The new drugs are: stavudine, trimethoprim, 
megestrol acetate, bleomycin, cyclophosphamide, 
dexamethasone, doxorubicin, methotrexate, pred¬ 
nisone, vinblastine, vincristine, itraconazole, fil¬ 
grastim, epoetin alfa, alpha interferon, dronabinol, 
trimetrexate glucuronate and leucovorin. 

Stavudine (d4T/Zerit), which is the newest anti- 
HIV drug to receive FDA approval, is the fourth 
antiretroviral treatment to be made available 
through the state AIDS drug assistance program., 
said Lynda Frost, spokeswoman with the 
California Department of Health Services in 
Sacramento. Stavudine has been approved for 


treatment of people with HIV infection who no 
longer benefit from other approved antiretroviral 
therapies, Frost said. Stavudine is a nucleoside 
analog that blocks viral replication. Other anti¬ 
retrovirals available through ADAP include: 
didanosine (ddl), zidovudine (AZT), and zac- 
itabine (ddC). 

For the first time, drugs for the treatment of 
AIDS-related cancers will be available through 
ADAP. These therapies include: bleomycin 
(Bienoxane), cyclophosphamide (Cytoxan), dex¬ 
amethasone (Decadron, Hexadrol), doxorubicin 
(Adriamycin), mehotrexate (Reumatrex), pred¬ 
nisone, vinblastine (Velban) and vincristine 
(Oncovin). 

Established in 1987, the ADAP initially offered 
two medications: AZT and aerosolized pentami¬ 
dine. 

The ADAP is available to people whose private 
insurance does not cover drugs or who do not qual¬ 
ify for Medi-Cal. The program is available free to 
clients meeting eligibility requirements. Co-pay¬ 
ments are required of those whose income exceeds 
400 percent of the federal poverty level. The 
ADAP is a program of last resort for those with no 
other means to access AIDS drugs. T

Researchers Believe Mother's Milk Blocks HIV

Scientists say they have identified a carbohy¬ 
drate-containing component in human milk that 
blocks the earliest stages of pediatric HIV infection. 

The biochemists at Shriver Center for Mental 
Retardation in Waltham, Massachusetts, and 
Harvard Medical School report in The Journal of 
Nutrition the milk part called chondroitin sulfate 
blocks the binding of an HIV component to its host 
cell receptor. This is considered the first essential 
step in transmitting the virus from mother to child. 

Formula milk does not contain the protective 


element. 

“The carbohydrate-containing molecules 
responsible for halting this first stage in HIV repli¬ 
cation may provide a broad range of biologically 
anti-infectious properties in mother’s milk,” the 
researchers wrote. 

While there is still controversy about whether 
HIV can be transmitted to the baby through breast¬ 
feeding, the researchers say their work points to 
yet another benefit of mother’s milk. They say 
withholding breast milk “can have serious conse¬ 
quences for both HIV-infected^ and non-infected 
infants.” T

Is the DeFrank Center’s Paper Money Spent Fairly?

In December, 1991, gay 
activists in the South Bay began 
questioning the United Way of 
Santa Clara County’s continued 
funding of the Boy Scouts of 
America. In an attempt to recon¬ 
cile the dearth of funding 
offered by the UW to the gay 
community, the UW formed a 
committee to address any issues 
that could be eligible for fund¬ 
ing. 

Chaired by Susie Wilson, the 
committee reserved eight seats 
on the committee for the Billy 
DeFrank Lesbian and Gay 
Community Center. Wilson 
approached the center for assis¬ 
tance in selecting those persons. 

Under then-President Neil 
Christie, four white males were 
appointed. The center then 
announced an application 
process to fill the remaining 
four seats, and placed emphasis 
on needing diversified candi¬ 
dates from which to choose, to 
off-set the four appointees. 

When the majority of appli¬ 
cants proved to be white males, 
the center abandoned the appli¬ 
cation process, after the dead¬ 
line for application had 
elapsed. Instead, the four 
appointees were asked to find 
another person each to fill the 
remaining seats, again stress¬ 
ing ethnic and gender diversity. 
Those four were then allowed 
to make applications; those 
applications were speedily 
approved. 

Once in place, the recom¬ 
mendations of the UW Gay 
Issues Committee were given to 
a second committee for funding 
approval. One of the programs 
which qualified fof funding was 
the outreach program of the 
DeFrank Center, one aspect of 
which is media advertising for 
the center and its programs. 

In 1992, Christine Schmidt 
was one of the after-deadline 
appointees to the UW commit¬ 
tee. 

In 1992, Christine Schmidt 
became the program manager of 
the DeFrank Center, becoming 
responsible for the placement of 
advertising using those United 
Way funds. 

In 1992, Christine Schmidt 
was also advertising representa¬ 
tive for OutNOW newspaper. 

Since 1992, all of the com¬ 
munity newspaper advertising 
for the outreach programs of the 
center has appeared exclusively 
in OutNOW. 

Conflict of interest 
- real or imagined? 

A simple straight line: 
Schmidt served on the parent 


package was required by the 
UW for expenditures in excess 
of $250. At a meeting of the 
DeFrank board of directors, 
however, Serpe refuted that 
statement, and admitted the “bid 
package” originated with his 
office and not the UW. 

When asked why the “com¬ 
munity” center did not just place 
smaller advertisements with all 
three South Bay mass-circulated 
gay periodicals, Serpe claimed 
that action would be “impossi¬ 
ble,” and defended the bidding 
process as a legitimate business 
practice. 

Yet Valley Views, the third 
San Jose periodical, never 
received a bid package, accord¬ 
ing to publisher Mike Allen. 
Leery of revealing her business 
practices to a person who also 
represented a competitor. Our 
Paper's, Nichols did not return 
the bid. 

At the February 13 board of 
director’s meeting, at which 
President of the Board Michael 
Mitchell resigned, the board 
conceded there had been a 
“seeming” conflict of interest, 
and agreed to determine a way 
to “level the playing field” to 
insure any unfair advantage 
given to a single publication 
based on past acts be negated 
in future advertising place¬ 
ment. ▼

committee of the funding orga¬ 
nization; she received the fund¬ 
ing, and, in her capacity at the 
center, was responsible for its 
placement; the advertising paid 
for with those funds appeared in 
the publication for which she 
served as advertising rep and, 
presumably, received a commis¬ 
sion for the ad sales. 

In 1993, as this investigation 
began, Chris Thomas, OutNOW 
publisher, claimed Schmidt did 
not receive commissions on 
advertising placed by the center. 

There is a difference between 
program advertising - ads pro¬ 
moting the center and its out¬ 
reach functions - and event 
advertising. The “Isn’t It 
Romantic” dance, for instance, 
is an event, as is the weekly 
Bingo game held at the center. 
Events have their own advertis¬ 
ing budgets and are responsible 
for placing their own ads. 

Since its first issue, OutNOW 
has been advertising the 
Wednesday Gay Bingo games at 
the center. One of the persons 
serving on the Bingo Committee 
that placed the advertising was 
Thomas, OutNOW publisher. In 
1993, he claimed he had no 
input in the placement of that ad 
- which still runs exclusively in 
every issue of his publication. 

This year, however, Thomas 
declined to comment. When 
reached by telephone he stated 
the time, 5:43 pm, was “not a 
good time” to answer any ques¬ 
tions. When asked when would 


be a good time, he responded, 
“Probably never, because I have 
nothing to say to you.” 

Schmidt declined to make 
any comment at all.

- following established

In August 1994, after 
Schmidt officially left the cen¬ 


ter, Nikki Nichols, publisher of 
another San Jose gay periodical, 
Our Paper, received a bid pack¬ 
age for upcoming center adver¬ 
tising. Though allegedly sepa¬ 
rated from management duties 
at the center, the cover letter for 
the package bore Schmidt’s sig¬ 
nature. 

Ralph Serpe, new program 
manager, explained the bid

to improved medical care for male HIV 
and AIDS prisoners.

Thanks to Jim’s 
efforts, a bill (compassionate release) to 
release dying prisoners has been intro¬ 
duced this year in the California 
Legislature.

Merck, the largest pharmaceu¬ 
tical company in the world, is 
dragging its feet and could do ten¬ 
fold more on behalf of desperate 
AIDS patients, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation charges. 

On Friday, March 17, the 
non-profit community-based 
AIDS service organization 
called on pharmaceutical giant 
Merck and Company to provide 
its promising new protease 
inhibitor drug, MK-639, to at 
least 3,000 severely ill people 
with AIDS who have no other 
treatment options. 

Earlier Merck told AIDS com¬ 
munity representatives the compa¬ 
ny has only enough MK-639 to 
supply a “compassionate use” 
program for 300 people by June of 
this year and for 1,400 by the end 
of the year, according to informa¬ 
tion provided by Dave Ford, SF 
AIDS Foundation spokesman. 

“We believe that Merck can 
produce enough MK-639 for 
3,000 AIDS patients well before 
the end of 1995,” said Ronald 
Baker, editor of the Bulletin of 
Experimental Treatments for 
AIDS (BETA), the AIDS treat¬ 
ment news magazine published 
by the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. “MK-639 has 
shown great promise in the 
treatment of people with 
advanced AIDS. Gravely ill 
individuals who have no other 
treatment options should have 
access to the Merck drug as 


soon as possible,” Baker said. 

He indicated the SF AIDS 
Foundation joined Project 
Inform, ACT-UP Golden Gate 
and ACT-UP New York in a “con¬ 
sensus statement” on accelerated 
approval of the protease inhibitor 
drugs endorsed by over 50 com¬ 
munity-based groups to Food and 
Drug Administration Commis¬ 
sioner David Kessler in February. 

The consensus statement 
calls on the manufacturers of the 
three leading protease inhibitor 
drugs - Merck and Company, 
Abbott Laboratories, and 
Hoffman-LaRoche - to apply 
for accelerated approval of the 
new drugs before the year’s end. 

“Accelerated approval would 
make these promising treat¬ 
ments available, by prescription, 
to large numbers of people liv¬ 
ing with HIV infection and 
AIDS,” a statement from SF 
AIDS Foundation said. 

The new protease inhibitor 
drug from Merck represents the 
best hope for prolonging life and 
delaying disease progression 
among tens of thousands of people 
with AIDS, an editorial appearing 
in the March BETA said. In 
February, Baker indicated, the 
Wall Street Journal quoted Merck 
executives as saying that MK-639 
is the best AIDS drug yet tested. 

“Given the promising data on 
MK-639, Merck has a responsibili¬ 
ty to do everything possible to make 
this potentially life-prolonging 
treatment immediately available to 
people with AIDS who have 


exhausted the limited benefits from 
other AIDS drugs,” Baker said. 

The SF AIDS Foundation 
asks supporters of people with 
AIDS to fax or mail Merck a 
memo that calls on the company 
to establish a “compassionate 
use” program for MK-639 as 
soon as possible. ▼

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cally or otherwise, are weak, 
vulnerable and isolated. It’s no 
accident that all the times I was 
queer-bashed I was in poor 
health and looked like an easy 
target. Politically speaking, the 
gay and lesbian movement is 
about as healthy as a frail PWA. 
We got trashed on the military 
debate, face a rising tide of anti¬ 
gay legislation, and our national 
organizations - assuming that 
they can even be classified as 
“organizations,” as “national” 
and as “ours” - have devolved 


into irrelevant bureaucracies. 

What does any Republican 
politician competing for the 
bigot vote have to fear from us? 
Wilson would like nothing 
more, right now, than to be a 
high-profile target of queer rage. 
It would validate him with the 
fundies more than anything else 
could. He’s dared to differ with 
them on abortion rights, but tol¬ 
erating homosexuality is a line 
he’s been careful not to cross. 
Now if he leads a homophobic 
campaign while his conservative 
competition merely dithers, he 
can steal away the bigot con¬ 
stituency from its would-be fun¬ 
damentalist brokers. 

The genius of Wilson-style 
scapegoating, whether targeting 
immigrants or queers, is that it 
paralyzes its victims and frag¬ 
ments their potential allies. When 
confronted with the covert racism 
of Prop. 187, the Democrats 
couldn’t figure out if they should 
denounce it or try to co-opt it, and 
waited until a mere month before 
the election to come out against it 
- even then hedging their criti¬ 
cism with counterproposals to 
beef up the border guards. 

It’s also hard to figure out 
how to punish Wilson for fear- 
mongering. The Democrats, one 
assumes, were afraid to brand 
him a racist for fear this label 
would help more than it hurt. 
Would Queer National demons¬ 
trations denouncing Wilson as a 
homophobe do any better, partic¬ 
ularly in a Republican primary? 

Any counterstrategy would 
have to be as devious as Wilson’s 
onslaught to be effective. Perhaps 
gays and lesbians could demon¬ 
strate on Wilson’s behalf at 
Republican campaign events, 
trashing his conservative oppo¬ 
nents. “Queers for Wilson” sport¬ 
ing conservative, gender-appro¬ 
priate clothing with discreet pink- 
triangle badges could circulate at 
Republican caucuses distributing 
fliers praising the governor as a 
closet friend of homosexuals. 

This is absurd to anyone who 
knows the facts. Even the Log 
Cabin Republicans, those mas¬ 
ters of masochistic self-abase¬ 
ment, found that they couldn’t 
endorse Wilson last time around 
(they had done so on his first run 
for governor when he promised 
to sign AB101, the then-pending 
gay rights bill - a promise he 
soon broke). But what have facts 
got to do with anything when 
you’re dealing with prejudice? 

Insincere homophobe 

Facts have proved poor 


allies in our recent past. The 
debate on gays in the military, 
so far as it went, pretty much 
debunked the standard com¬ 
plaints against queers in the 
ranks. Even the Pentagon’s own 
commissioned independent 
study found no practical reason 
for discharging homosexual 
soldiers. The homophobes’ last 
ditch and ultimately successful 
argument was that the majority 
of military personnel would be 
uncomfortable knowing homos 
were in the ranks. Of course, 
the same logic for coddling 
bigotry could be (and was) used 
to argue for racial segregation 
in the Army. 

The data on gays and par¬ 
enting and child-rearing, such 
as it is, entirely fails to support 
the popular prejudice against 
us in these roles. Any one who 
knows or cares anything about 
kids understands that having at 
least one strong and loving 
caregiver is essential for their 
basic well-being, and that the 
race, gender, age, sexual orien¬ 
tation and marital status of that 
person are unimportant. 

The kids’ welfare, alas, is 
of little account these days; 
just look at the recent push to 
eliminate school lunches. Kids 
can’t vote, so they’re good 
victims, too, like immigrants 
and us queers. Besides, 
Wilson’s much-touted policy 
change may never even get 
implemented in any serious 
way. He probably doesn’t care 
if it does or not, truth be told, 
provided the issue stays hot 
and prominent during the cru¬ 
cial months of the Republican 
primary. 

Oddly, I would fear Wilson 
less if he were a sincere homo¬ 
phobe. Hardcore unreasoning 
bigots like the more extreme 
gay-haters are so irrational that 
they often come off as kooky 
and creepy. Since Wilson isn’t 
bound by a rigid ideology like 
they are, he can afford to waffle 
and fudge in a way that softens 
the hardest edges of his homo¬ 
phobia, at least in the eyes of the 
mainstream media. 

In contrast, that such a con¬ 
summate media manipulator as 
Pete Wilson finds us to be his 
perfect victims scares me. 
Unlike the fundies, his cam¬ 
paign against us is merely a 
means toward an end, rather 
than the desired end in itself. 
But we may suffer more from 
his pragmatic maneuvering than 
we do from their holy crusad¬ 
ing. ▼ 


Perfect Victims

O H ueers are to presiden- 
Jj| tial candidate/Gover- 
lf nor Pete Wilson what 
" Jews were to Hitler in 
his early days. Wilson’s latest 
posturing about blocking adop¬ 
tions by gays and lesbians trig¬ 
gered my always simmering 
“holocaustophobia” - the irra¬ 
tional (?) fear that someone’s 
going to throw me in a concen¬ 
tration camp. He has cast us as 
scapegoats and plans to sacrifice 
us on the altar of bigotry to the 
fundamentalist Christians in 
order to win the presidency. 

Wilson’s determination to 
reinstate a Deukmejian-era poli¬ 
cy, which recommends against 
allowing adoption by unmarried 
couples, is widely and accurate¬ 
ly perceived as an ostentatious 
offering on his part to the 
fundies, who have always 
reviled Wilson as a “moderate” 
- soft on gays and pro-choice. 
He’s largely shrugged off their 
bitter attacks with little cost in 
statewide elections, given 
California’s progressive bent, 
but he’s worried that they could 
be a crucial swing vote in the 
coming Republican primaries. 

Few doubt that Wilson would 
cream President Clinton in a gen¬ 
eral election; personally I’d give 
him about two-to-one odds. But 
winning the Republican primary 
is a longer shot, more like two-to- 
one against Wilson, featuring as it 
does a “moderate” Dole front¬ 
running with a couple of hardcore 


reactionaries at his heels. Dole’s a 
pathetic campaigner, and the plu¬ 
rality of conservatives could serve 
to dilute their impact, but in such 
a field, Wilson can ill-afford the 
entrenched enmity of the fundies. 

When the going gets tough, 
the tough start looking for likely 
victims to throw to the wolves. 
Demonizing immigrants a la 
Prop. 187 got Pete re-elected as 
governor, and it will probably 
continue to play a prominent 
role in his coming campaign. 
But he needed a particularly

tasty morsel to throw to the 
Christians, and they hate queers 
more than anybody. By perse¬ 
cuting us, Wilson can pass their 
most basic litmus test of politi¬ 
cal correctness. 

That the policy change does not 
explicitly target queers - just 
“unmarried’ couples” - shows the 
delicate Wilson touch. He can deny 
the homophobic intent of the poli¬ 
cy while reaping its political bene¬ 
fits. And he was clever in going 
after us at our most vulnerable 
point, the right to raise kids. Some 
moderates are willing to let us 
serve in the military, but main¬ 
stream sentiment brands all queers 
as “recruiters” at best and molesters 
at worst when it comes to children. 

Denounce or co-opt? 

It’s no fun being a popular 
scapegoat. Good victims, politi-

Marc Huestis recently

As Fitting tribute to both 
his fourth decade and continued 
good health, he spent his Big 
Day doing what comes naturally 
to him: he worked on a new 
film. When finished. Life Begins 
at 40/Waiting to Die will be a 
“reality-based documentary,” a 
series of interviews with people 
who, despite myriad obstacles 
and setbacks, have accepted the 
aging process with renewed 
enthusiasm for life.

types (like Otter) and prominent

uestis is perfect inspira¬ 
tion for his own film.

“Somehow,” he says with char¬ 
acteristically breathless amaze¬ 
ment, “I’ve managed to make 
three films ( Chuck Solomon 
Coming of Age, Making Love, 
Sex Is)'' He is living testimony 
to his latest film’s thesis that 
queers are countering the reign¬ 
ing image of homosexual men as 
“dying, suffering and helpless.” 

rue to form, Huestis, despite 
frigid winter temperatures, 
trekked 8000 miles last 
month to attend the Berlin Film 
Festival. In addition to interview¬ 
ing people for his current film, he 
made the trip in order to drum up 
interest in a film he’s producing 
called Toilers and Wayfarers , 
which was invited by Mark 
Finch late last year to screen at 
the 1995 San Francisco 
International Lesbian & Gay 
Film Festival. According to 
Huestis, there’s a lot of interest in 
the film, which concerns three 
“outsiders,” a German immigrant 
and two gay teenagers who set 
out across America in search of 
a place to belong. 

connoisseur of many arts, 
Huestis remarked giddily 
on Toiler’s manifold 
inducements: “There are cute 
blond boys in it who provide 
unbelievable classic butt shots,” 
he shrilled over the phone. “But 
beyond that, the film is impor¬ 
tant because Ken Froelich has 
made something with a lot of 
heart, made it because he felt it, 
not just because he wanted to 
make a gay film.” 

anned in the Philippines: 
the semi-salacious 

Midnight Dancers, 

inspired by the true story of 
three brothers working as 
“macho dancers” in a Manila 
gay bar, has been banned by the 
Philippine government presum¬ 
ably for its explicit content, 
according to Frameline’s direc¬ 
tor of programming Boone 
Nguyen. One of the brothers 
ends up living with a drag 
queen, another has a wife and an 
older rich lover on the side, but 
what’s really interesting is that 
the boys’ mother wholehearted¬ 
ly approves of their career. 
Fortunately for Nguyen, who 
booked the film for its U.S. pre¬ 
miere at the upcoming gay/les 
film festival, subtitled prints 
already exist outside the 
Philippines. Director Mel 
Chionglo is expected to attend 


the festival screening. 

n other queer film news. Out 
"! There has learned the name 
of one of the two opening 
night features at the upcoming 
les/gay filmfest. The Incredibly 
True Adventure of Two Girls in 
Love, a debut feature film by 
Maria Maggenti, concerns two 
teenage girls, one black, one 
white, who meet and fall in love 
during their senior year in high 
school. When the starstruck 
lovebirds decide to run away 
together, families intervene and 
a series of comic misadventures 
is set into motion. Newcomers 
Laurel Holloman and Nicole 
Parker star. 

inally, the long-awaited 
film version of Paul 
Rudnick’s Jeffrey has 
found a distributor. Orion 
Pictures, which is also backing 
Bar Girls (opens March 31 at 
the Castro), will handle the 
domestic release of Rudnick’s 
comedy about love in the age of 
AIDS. Look for it at a theatre 
near you in August. 

. he latest edition of Betty 
and Pansy’s Severe Queer 
Review of San Francisco is 
chock-full of advice about sex 
clubs, cafes and other goings on 
in Faghdad by the Bay. 
Interesting tidbit in the section 
on publications: Betty’s favorite 
columnist in Bay Times is Nan 
Parks, who “does outreach 
from the straight community.” 
Now here’s the dish: “Pansy 
loves Nan’s hubby, Doug ... 
Pansy did him in Dolores Park 
before Nan began writing for 
Bay Times." Hope she doesn’t 
find out. 

delweiss. Edelweiss: If 
you succeeded in getting 
through The Magic 
Mountain, The Transposed 
Heads, and Death in Venice, you 
no doubt see megascribe 
Thomas Mann as a man of pen¬ 
etrating wisdom and transcen¬ 
dental calm. But, according to 
Nietzsche biographer Ronald 
Hayman, who’s recently pub¬ 
lished a new biography of 
Mann, “the last great man of 
European letters” was hardly at 
peace with himself.

'Martha & Ethel' Explores Nanny/Child Relations 


Nannies and the People Who Love Them 


by Cathay Che 


recent article in The 
New York Times found 
that, overwhelmingly, 
adult women raised by 
nannies expressed a strong love 
for their caretakers not reciprocat¬ 
ed by the nannies themselves. It’s 
just one of many surprising statis¬ 
tics that have begun surfacing 
since psychologists began explor¬ 
ing relationships between nannies 
and their charges. If at first you 
think the subject less than rivet¬ 
ing, think again. Nannies and the 
children they care for provide an 
intriguing framework with which 
to examine issues of race, class 
and the broadening definition of 
“family.” 

Two women raised by nan¬ 
nies have produced a documen¬ 
tary, entitled Martha & Ethel, 
that begins to unravel this com¬ 
plex web of socio-economic and 
emotional ties. The film begins 
as a simple homage to nannies 
Martha, a German national who 
fled war-torn Germany after 
being stigmatized as a former 
employee of a Jewish home, and 
Ethel, an African American 
woman who migrated from the

South to live in New York City. 

By working as nannies, both 
women managed to travel and 
escape the limited roles of wife, 
mother or teacher, which 
seemed mandatory for women 
in the ’50s. But, ironically, both 
women were employed to 
absorb the pressures of family 
life for two privileged baby 
boomers who fulfilled their duty 


to country, home and hearth by 
having no less than five children 
a piece. 

Mrs. Johnstone, the socialite 
pianist and employer of Martha, 
talks about the need for help 
with the children in the face of 
all her charitable obligations. 
Her need for a nanny seems in 
keeping with the familiar tradi¬ 
tion of the nanny, and in fact. 


when the children were grown, 
Martha left her employment. 
Her adult children seem resent¬ 
ful of her and we are awkward 
about their adult relationship 
with and responsibilities to 
Martha. 

Mrs. Ettinger, a former flight 
attendant and employer of Ethel, 
talks about being afraid and 
unsure about how to raise chil¬ 


dren, and about how common it 
was for women of that time to 
have help if they could afford it. 
When Mrs. and Mr. Ettinger 
divorced, the children were sent 
to boarding schools, but Ethel 
remained with Mrs. Ettinger and 
they still live together to this 
day. The Ettingers seem to have 
a strong relationship with Ethel 
and view her as part of their 
family, and Ethel likewise. 

Martha & Ethel works best as 
a provocative piece about how 
much women’s roles have 
changed since the ’50s. 
However, the film only scratches 
the surface of the issues raised. 
There’s no doubt that this is an 
interesting film and subject mat¬ 
ter, but unfortunately, Martha & 
Ethel degenerates into the senti¬ 
mental voices of the filmmakers, 
who are only now beginning to 
realize the sacrifices and the 
tragedies of the nannies they 
continue to cling to with rose- 
colored memories and childish 
possessiveness. ▼

A ny excuse to rhapsodize over 
John Guare’s 1990 masterpiece 
Six Degrees of Separation is a 
good one, and soon the Bay 
Area will be bursting with excuses. 

Guare’s fact-based comedy/drama 
about a young gay man impersonating the 
son of Sidney Poitier in order to gain 
admittance to the lives of New York’s 
upper crust originated at New York’s 
Lincoln Center, spawned a national tour 
(which made a stop in San Francisco), 
inspired a beautiful 1993 film (written by 
Guare and directed by Australian Fred 
Schepisi), and has now reached the ranks 
of regional theatre. 

As a result, productions of Six Degrees 
will soon begin popping up everywhere, 
and theater companies both amateur and 
professional will be in on the act, subject¬ 
ing subscribers to a naked male hustler 
running around the stage, the wonders of a 
two-sided Kandinsky and the overall crys¬ 
talline brilliance and genuinely satisfying 
entertainment offered by Guare’s play. 

The first local production of Six 
Degrees has surfaced at City College, 
beating Foster City’s Hillbarn Theatre to 
the punch (their production opens April 
1). The complex subtleties of Guare’s 
rapturously exhilarating script might at 
first seem beyond student actors, but this 
is fortunately not the case at City College. 
This ambitious undertaking yields a 
strong, emotionally rich production wor¬ 
thy of its source. In fact, the City College 
Six Degrees is ultimately more satisfying 
than the wan touring production, which 
featured a depth-free central performance

from That Girl herself, Mario Thomas. 

Director Susan Jackson Collins has 
taken her inspiration from the original 
Lincoln Center production. To re-create 
the intimate, almost-in-the-round Vivian 
Beaumont Theatre, set and lighting 
designer Don Cate has closed off the 
Diego Rivera Theatre and placed the 
entire production, audience and all, on 
the stage. The stylish red-carpeted round 
platform set is almost an exact replica of 
the original. The cast members sit in the 
front row facing the stage when they’re 


not performing, and there are two elevat¬ 
ed platforms on either side of the central 
living room that lend dimension to the 
proceedings and allow for movements 
that sustain the play’s internal rhythms. 

Convincing tribute 

That student actors can convincingly 
re-create the fragile “ecosystem” of New 
York’s money-encrusted Upper East Side 
is as much a tribute to the commitment 
and talent of the actors as to the strength 
of the text from which they’re working. 


Kathleen O’Hara and David Wolff as 
central characters Ouisa and Flan 
Kitteridge grasp the nuances of this 
wealthy couple, avoiding the stereotypes 
often associated with those whose apart¬ 
ments overlook Central Park. Guare 
won’t allow Flan and Ouisa to be one¬ 
dimensional, and O’Hara and Wolff do 
his bidding with great aplomb. 

O’Hara has the more difficult task of 
making the audience forget the definitive 
portrayal of Ouisa created last year by 
Stockard Channing in the film version. 
But she, nevertheless, makes Ouisa her 
own with elegance and quiet fascination. 
Her strongest connection with the charac¬ 
ter comes near the end of the play when 
she attempts to make sense of the way her 
life has been changed by falling under the 
spell of the mysterious impostor who’s 
entered her life. “How do we fit what 
happened to us into life without turning it 
into an anecdote with no teeth and a 
punch line you’ll mouth over and over for 
years to come?” Ouisa asks as she paces 
the floor like a caged animal. “We 
become these human jukeboxes spilling 
out these anecdotes. But it was an experi¬ 
ence. How do we keep the experience?” 

Notions of experience, connectedness 
and the small, everyday richness of life 
and its dramas are central to Guare’s play, 
and director Collins, along with her able 
cast of 17, convey these feelings with 
enthusiasm and honesty. This is undoubt¬ 
edly the most uplifting tragedy in town. T

Harold Pinter's 'Betrayal' 

Skillful Rendering

arold Pinter’s 1978 
infidelity drama 
Betrayal , currently on 
the boards at the New 
Conservatory Theatre, is an 
earnest exercise in subtext. 
Whereas Six Degrees of 
Separation, which I also saw 
this weekend, is broadly enter¬ 
taining and intellectually stimu¬ 
lating at any given moment - 
read: very American - Pinter 
makes his audience work to 
understand his characters and 
the meaning of their cryptic 
conversations, which seem to be 
about ordinary things but are 
actually fraught with undercur¬ 
rents of passion, anxiety and 
torment - read: very British. 

Pinter begins his challenge 
by structuring the play in reverse 
order. When we meet Emma and 
Jerry, their seven-year affair has 
been over for two years. As the 


play’s nine scenes progress, 
Pinter works back to the 
moment when Jerry approaches 
Emma, his best friend’s wife, 
and instigates an illicit affair. 
The kernels of knowledge we 
gain along the way help explain 
who these “ordinary” people are 
and how their seemingly normal 
lives eventually give way to the 
unrest and deception. 

Director Paul Sulzman, who 
also plays Jerry, and producer 
Louise Chegwidden, who also 
appears as Emma, have crafted 
a simple, intricately detailed 
production that is up to the chal¬ 
lenge of Pinter. Sulzman, 
Chegwidden and Lluis Vails (as 
the cuckolded husband) even 
sport convincing British 
accents, which is no mean feat. 

At 90 minutes (without inter¬ 
mission), Betrayal is a com¬ 
pelling drama, but the nine 
scene changes become tiresome

The Ailey company’s eight- 
performance run at Zellerbach 
Hall included both Bay Area 
premieres (current Ailey artistic 
director Judith Jamison’s Hymn, 
for example, with text by Anna 
Deveare Smith; and Scissors 
Paper Stone, a 1994 romp creat¬ 
ed for the Ailey dancers by 
ODC/San Francisco’s Brenda 
Way), as well as nuggets that 
date back to the company’s ear¬ 
liest days (among them Ailey’s 
1960 Revelations, an interna¬ 
tionally known classic often 
called the troupe’s “signature” 
piece). 

The company’s dancers, 
however, in their penultimate 
performance on Saturday night, 
proved themselves somewhat 
less at home in the traditional 
Ailey repertory than one might 
have expected. 

‘Carmina Burana’ 

John Butler’s Carmina 
Burana, for example, originally 
staged for the Ailey company in 
1959, shows both the significant 
influence on Butler of Martha 
Graham (he joined Graham’s 
company in the ’40s) and the 
kind of melodramatic overreach 
that is sometimes characteristic 
of Ailey’s style. 

The piece, danced to Carl 
Orff’s 1937 choral and orches¬ 
tral composition of the same 
name, takes its dramatic cues 
from the 13th century Latin 
texts on which Orff’s work is 
based. These secular songs and 
poems, devoted to extolling the 
virtues of women, wine, and 
music, frame Butler’s choreo¬ 
graphic recreation of the roman¬ 
tic conflicts, bacchanalian 
excesses, and gloomy musings 
on fate that were evidently much 
on the minds of the ex¬ 
monastery students who 
described them 700 years ago. 

The opening imagery, then, 
of cowled dancers in solemn 
procession, conjures the formal, 
monastic life that the rest of

Carmina reacts against. At the 
end of that prologue, Butler has 
two male/female couples 
emerge from the group; they 
strip off their robes as the music 
changes and the stage empties. 
Their reappearance throughout 
the ballet, in various costumes 
and moods, provides an organiz¬ 
ing theme that is sometimes trite 
and sometimes ravishingly 
explicated. 

In its best moments, Carmina 
lets the finest of the Ailey 
dancers show off their stamina, 
technique, and - particularly in 
the case of Elizabeth Roxas, 
whose extensions go from here 
to next Tuesday - beauty of line. 
But in those moments that aren’t 
the best, and there are too many 
of them, Carmina turns oddly 
careless and unintentionally 
campy. In a piece that demands

and the play risks losing its 
focus when it switches from 
solid drama to the unnecessary 
redressing of its set every 10 
minutes. Carping aside, though, 
Sulzman, Chegwidden and Vails 
have triumphed. The simple joy 


of watching three intelligent 
actors skillfully interpret the 
work of a major modern play¬ 
wright is enough to make this 
Betrayal an infidel’s delight. ▼

But Revelations is not just a 
visual knockout; it is dignified, 
even stately at its heart. On the 
most obvious level, of course, 
the dance “sings of woe tri¬ 
umphantly” (to paraphrase the 
program notes). But imagine 
Ailey making this piece at a 
time when his dancers couldn’t 
safely tour the country, when 
African-American bodies were 
widely considered inappropriate 
for classical Western dance, and 
when Ailey’s goal of an integrat¬ 
ed company was provoking real 
controversy. 

‘ Scissors Paper Stone’ 

Sandwiched between these 
two 35-year-old works was 
Scissors Paper Stone, an endear¬ 
ing and enigmatic trio set on the 
company last year by local 
choreographer Brenda Way. 

The piece begins with a 
voiceover (it’s the best use of 
comic narration in dance since 
David Gordon’s Murder) and 
continues with a zany, never 
entirely funny free-for-all of 
partner switching and mad 
dashes around the perimeter of 
the stage. Michael Thomas 
does a magnificent series of 
rapid spins, his clenched fists 
flailing around his head like 
mosquitoes, and the piece ends 
literally in a pileup, with the 
flashing red of an offstage 
ambulance light painting one 
dancer’s cheek. 

Judging from the blended 
repertory on its Northern 
California tour, the Ailey com¬ 
pany seems to be insisting, in its 
37th year, on a philosophy of 
“in with the old and in with the 
new.” Sounds like a recipe for 
success. ▼

constant arabesque and attitude 
turns (requiring superb muscu¬ 
lar control and one-legged bal¬ 
ance), there was more than a lit¬ 
tle struggling in the corps to 
stay vertical. 

Similarly, the coy glances, 
mimed rejections, and other dra¬ 
matic gestures with which 
Carmina is punctuated quickly 
grow pale. They are, of course, a 
vestige of a time when bringing 
emotion into dance as an 


abstraction - if that’s not a self¬ 
canceling phrase - was as avant 
as the garde could get. 

And then there are the cos¬ 
tumes. For most of the large 
middle section, the dancers are 
attired in yellow outfits - wide, 
rope-like collars for the men and 
miniskirts for the women - that 
look like the sort of clothing 
worn by the benevolent yet 
quirky humanoids that keep 
meeting up with the “away” 
teams on Star Trek. 

But Carmina has something 
great going for it - a formal, 
internal vocabulary that is 
smartly exploited in the nearly 
hour-long ballet and a well- 
developed intellectual structure. 
Such elements, so often missing 
or neglected in “modern” dance, 
are part of what make the Ailey 
company’s older repertory gen¬ 
uinely classic. 

‘Revelations’ 

That classicism was evident 
as well in Revelations, Ailey’s 
homage to “black” church and 
to the spirit behind what used to 
be called “Negro spirituals.” 
Ailey infused Revelations with 
quotes from the lives of African- 
American folks he knew (a cho¬ 
rus of sharply dressed “church 
ladies” steps out with fans held 
ready against the heat) and with 
elements of “black dance,” to 
use an ambiguous term. There’s 
just a touch of Afro-Caribbean 
movement, for example, in the 
stuttering upper-body contrac¬ 
tions that Ailey uses in 
Revelations; and the tall, berib- 
boned poles that two dancers 
carry in procession bring a ritu¬ 
alistic, Haitian feel to one sec¬ 
tion.

Mysterious Skin by 

Scott Heim; HarperCollins, $20

his first novel by emerging writer 
Scott Heim begins as a coming- 
of-age story for Kansas teens, 
and ends with revelations of child 
molestation, hustling and male rape. It’s a 
most unusual debut from a young author 
with an already distinctive voice. 

Most of Mysterious Skin is told in 
alternating first person from the points of 
view of Brian Lackey and Neil 
McCormick, adolescents growing up in 
small Kansas towns. There are sections 
narrated by minor characters as well, but 
the story belongs to Brian and Neil. They 
are different kids with diverging futures, 
but they share a life-shaping past experi¬ 
ence: both were sexually abused by the 
coach of their Little League baseball team. 


Heim explores this theme of adult sex¬ 
ual desires impinging on adolescent inno¬ 
cence skillfully, playing out its variations: 
Brian, for example, represses the episode 
with Coach, pushes it deep into his sub¬ 
conscious, where it bears strange fruit. 
Neil, on the other hand, exults in his ini¬ 
tiation, and lets it determine the tenor of 
his rebellious, sexually charged life. 

Writing from a teenager’s perspective is 
always dicey: there’s the chance the author 
will bring too much adult hindsight to the 
scene or, worse, condescend. But Heim 
seems close enough to his characters to 
pull it off. Here’s Neil’s first impression of 
his eventual seducer: “Coach squinted at 
the new troupe of Panthers, searching for 
defects. His gaze paused on me. Desire 
sledgehammered my body, a sensation I 
still wasn’t sure I had a name for. If I saw 
Coach now, say across a crowded bar, that 
feeling would translate to something like ‘I 
want to fuck him.’ Back then, I wasn’t sure 


what to do with my emotion. It felt like a 
gift I had to open in front of a crowd.” 

Little League life and baseball culture 
run through this book like a cultural mem¬ 
ory. The scene in which Coach seduces 
and has his star player on a kitchen floor 
crunchy with sugary breakfast cereal is 
vivid and memorable. Readers who don’t 
think they have sports uniform fetishes or 
jock fantasies may learn otherwise. 

Not everything in the novel pays off in 
home runs. Often the narrating voices are 
not differentiated enough from each 
other; there are passages which sag and 
offer only mundanity. By book’s end, 
Heim has Neil move to New York: he’s 
just another hustler at Rounds, moving in 
late ’90s circles where “KS no longer 
meant the abbreviation for Kansas.” But 
along the way, Mysterious Skin has been 
a good ball game, and .its real center 
remains in the wheat fields and baseball 
diamonds of the Great Plains. ▼

Family Affair 


Safe As Houses 
by Alex Jeffers; Faber 
and Faber, $24.95

n an America where reac- 
tionary voices which want 
to limit the definition of 
family to very narrow, het¬ 
erosexual standards prevail, 
Alex Jeffers’ first novel. Safe As 
Houses , is a beautiful work of 
gay wisdom. The book is in all 
ways a family novel, even if the 
family in this case consists of 
narrator Allen Pasztory and his 
lover Jeremy, Jeremy’s son 


Toby, and Allen’s gay-awaken¬ 
ing nephew Kit. The circle 
widens to include Toby’s moth¬ 
er Ruth and her lover Candace, 
and Allen’s birth family, all of 
whom accommodate them¬ 
selves, in varying degrees, to his 
atypical domestic life. 

Jeffers has a true novelist’s 
way with the material, which 
unfolds slowly and with empathy 
all around. The author is the 
grandson of the poet Robinson 
Jeffers, and his prose has the 
close attention to language, as 
well as the eye for image, that 
characterize poetry. His themes 
are those of nurturing, gay father¬ 


ing and domestic bliss; above all, 
Allen is a protagonist who wants 
a tidy nest, and he wants his fel¬ 
low roosters happy and preening. 

Despite the fact that its cen¬ 
tral character is living with 
AIDS, Safe As Houses avoids 
hard edges and unpleasant 
truths, living up to its title. It’s 
almost as if Jeffers wanted to 
create a fable of gay family life 
which, despite its awareness of 
the plague, emphasizes scenes 
of contentment, decency and 
everyday concerns. At times this 
authorial bent can seem counter 
to the conventions of dramatic 
interest: late in the novel, for 
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example, Allen has an extramar¬ 
ital affair, and Jeffers has him 
confessing his dalliance to 
Jeremy in a scene the author 
does not show. He avoids con¬ 
frontations and mere human 
ugliness: if they crop up in the 
Pasztory-Kent household, 
they’re mostly off-stage. 

The novel’s strength is in its 
depictions of male tenderness, 
not only between lovers, but 
even more prominently between 
gay fathers and their sons. Toby, 
offspring of a Santa Cruz les¬ 
bian and two superdads, is just 
too cool, the type of kid who 
(although straight) will wear his 
dad’s old “Too Many Men, Too 
Little Time” T-shirt. After 
Allen’s nephew Kit joins the 
home team, the adorableness 
quotient of the boys goes up 
considerably. Jeffers can actual¬ 
ly pull off a scene in which Toby 
and Allen wrestle affectionately, 
and then Allen assures Kit that 
the boner he’s sprung while 
watching is nothing to be 
ashamed of. Wow, this is one 



liberated household. 

Allen’s own parents are deaf, 
Hungarian immigrants - already 
two steps away from the 
American mainstream. Jeffers 
nicely develops his characters’ 
understanding of what it feels 
like to be “other”; perhaps it 
explains as well their desire for 
safe harbor. ▼

Ellen DeGeneres 
Up Close: The

ith the debut of her 
| ; If sitcom These 
Friends of Mine 
(now called Ellen) 
last year, Ellen DeGeneres has 
skyrocketed from little-known 
stand-up comic to household- 
name status alongside 
Roseanne, Jerry Seinfeld and 
Tim Allen. 

Along with this overnight 
rise to fame, has come the usual 
prodding and probing into the 
star’s personal life and the 
inevitable unauthorized biogra¬ 
phy that promises to deliver all 
the goods. 

Ellen DeGeneres Up Close 
chronicles the 37-year-old 
comedian’s long road to super¬ 
stardom in typical unauthorized 
biography fashion. The book 
consists of interviews with 
estranged family members, high 
school chums and industry types 
who chose to remain “anony¬ 
mous.” 

Since DeGeneres refused to 
be interviewed for the book, the 
authors rely heavily on previ¬ 
ously published profiles of the 
star from The New York Times, 
National Enquirer and else¬ 
where to paint a decidedly flat¬ 
tering portrait of an All- 


American girl with a slightly 
“controversial” lifestyle. 

Observing that DeGeneres 
hasn’t had a boyfriend since 
high school, the authors pose 
the question, “Was the comedi¬ 
enne so devastated by that 
break-up that she’s been unable 
to date a man since, or might 
she simply be pursuing other 
interests?” The verdict is the 
latter. 

After a brief glimpse of the 
star’s childhood in New Orleans 
and East Texas, where 
DeGeneres is remembered 
fondly as being “bright and 
funny,” she returned to New 
Orleans and a series of odd 
jobs. It was during these years, 
according to her biographers, 
that she began frequenting gay 
bars and made the statement 
that she “found the company of 
women stimulating, deep and 
honest.” Moving in with a 
female “roommate” and 
encouraged by the “liberal envi¬ 
ronment of New Orleans,” 
DeGeneres found herself at 
ease in her “new lifestyle.” That 
established, it was time to get 
serious about earning a living. 

Outed by the ‘Enquirer* 

She was discovered while 
eating a Whopper at a French 
Quarter fundraiser in the early 
’80s. Gigs in local coffee houses 
followed. It was the death of her 
roommate (now referred to as 
her “lover”), however, that com¬ 
pelled DeGeneres to bring her¬ 
self out of a severe depression 


by writing the comedy routine, 
“A Phone Call to God,” which 
she took on the road. 
Appearances on cable specials 
and being named Showtime’s 
“Funniest Person in America” 
landed her a spot on the Tonight 
Show. Eventually she moved to 
Los Angeles, but it would take 
another decade of stand-up 
comedy routines and bit parts on 
short-lived sitcoms before she 
would became a star. 

DeGeneres gave close to 200 
interviews four weeks prior to 
the debut of Ellen. Her natural 
sense of humor and cute per¬ 
sonality made great copy, espe¬ 
cially when compared with 
some of her notorious col¬ 
leagues. But in many of these 
interviews, questions surfaced 
about her personal life that 
eventually forced her to state 
unequivocally, “My private life 
is an area I choose to keep pri¬ 
vate.” Her statement set the 
stage for increased speculation 
and an “outing” in the National 
Enquirer. 

To her credit, DeGeneres 
does not deny the rumors, and 
as the second season of Ellen 
draws to a close and its star pre¬ 
pares for a role in the ironically 
titled Disney film Mr. Wrong, 
it’s obvious that rumors have 
not hurt her career. In fact, 
Americans seems to crave 
“unconventional” off-camera 
behavior from sitcom stars. 
Roseanne’s multiple personali¬ 
ties, Seinfeld’s romance with a 
woman half his age, and 
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Ellen DeGeneres 


Allen’s run-in with the law only 
seem to make these prime time 
clowns all the more lovable. 
But can mainstream America 
accept a prime time sensation 


who’s rumored to be homosex¬ 
ual? Ellen DeGeneres Up 
Close, as unauthorized as it 
may be, provides plenty of rea¬ 
sons to think so. T

“A woman is a woman, no 
matter who she sleeps with,” 
Pietz said in a recent phone 
interview from Los Angeles. 
“I’m just lucky enough to play 
someone who has strong opin¬ 
ions and needs to express them.” 

A graduate of Chicago’s De 
Paul University, the 26-year-old 
actress said her comfort with the 
role reflects a growing accep¬ 
tance of gays and lesbians in 
society at large. “Women of my 
generation are experimenting a 
lot with their sexuality, and they 
aren’t shy to discover what they 
want in life. I might even go so 
far as to say it’s trendy to be a 
lesbian.” 

TV may be friendly to queers 
right now, but not all queers. 
When Pietz first stepped into 
Bronwyn’s shows, the show’s 
producers told her that the man¬ 
nerisms she imposed on her 
character were “too masculine.” 
In fact, she kept getting direc¬ 
tor’s notes that said things like, 
“don’t sit quite as butch,” and 
“don’t push it, play it straight.” 

Muscle creator Rob 
LaZebnick (one of the show’s 
three producers) denies any 
conscious effort on his part to 
“de-dyke” Bronwyn, so to 
speak, but admits that he didn’t 
want to use a “butchier” stereo¬ 
type. “We wanted to portray a 
character who is very much 
assimilated in society; another 
member of the gym, for whom 
her sexuality is just a part of her 
life,” he said. “We didn’t want it 
to dominate her character.” 

Akin to ‘Soap* 

Yet, it is precisely 
Bronwyn’s preference that dri¬ 
ves her plotline. Fearing that 
revelations about her private life 
might damage her career. 


Bronwyn has tried to keep her 
sexuality somewhat secret. But 
after a sleazy male gymmate 
blackmails and outs her, 
Bronwyn publicly acknowl¬ 
edges her sexuality on the air, 
only when she does her ratings 
unexpectedly skyrocket, so dra¬ 
matically in fact that her pro¬ 
ducers begin exploiting her gay¬ 
ness to increase viewership. 

If all this Sturm und Drang 
sounds vaguely reminiscent of 
the classic ’70s serial Soap, it’s 
no coincidence. Tony Thomas 
and Paul Junger Witt (who both 
helped create Soap) are co-pro¬ 
ducers of Muscle. And, as in 
Soap, Muscle is driven as much 
by plot gags as it is_ by a cast of 
characters who read like a pic- 
tionary of pop culture. Aside 
from Pietz’s “chic” lesbian, 
there’s the sleazy Wall Street 
type who outs her; a media- 
savvy defense attorney - eerily 
akin to Johnnie Cochran; and 
the attorney’s client, a carnivo¬ 
rous serial killer - think 
Anthony Hopkins in The 
Silence of the Lambs. 

There’s also a steroid-shoot¬ 
ing bodybuilder and the gym’s 
young, homicidal widow- 
owner, who falls head-over- 
heels for her hunky stepson. 

It’s no small irony that 
Bronwyn’s sexual preference 
pales next to her fellow cast 
members’ more sordid “quirks.” 
Still, there’s no attempt to 
downplay her strident sexual 
aggressiveness. When Bronwyn 
isn’t eye-balling other women at 
the gym, she’s joking about her 
libido to a friend. Of course, 
that’s as far as it goes. Like most 
lesbian characters on TV, her 
sex life exists in word only.

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Dick Kramer and the Contra Costa Chorale 
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Catching Up With Dick Kramer 

Onward and Upward

t’s been ten years since 
choir director Richard 
Kramer moved from the 
San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus to the Contra Costa 
Chorale, but even now there’s 
pride in his voice when he talks 
about the transition. While the 
arts may be more open to gays 
than other professions, Kramer, 
who also teaches singing at 
Contra Costa College, knows 
the change could have been dif¬ 
ficult. 

“They hired me on the basis 
of the first recording made by 
the gay men’s chorus,” Kramer 
said in a recent interview. “It 
was passed around to their 
board and they hired me. The 
chorale is really gay friendly.” 

Affiliated with Contra Costa 
College and funded by East Bay 
businesses, the Contra Costa 
Chorale is a 29-year-old, 75- 
member, mixed-sex chorus 
based in Richmond. Kramer, 
who is 65, notes that about half 
the men, and some of the 
women are gay but, except for 
Kramer’s openness, the group 
isn’t gay-identified. 

The Contra Costa chorale 
prepares three concerts per year, 
each performed twice, once at 
the First Unitarian Church in 
Kensington and then at the 
Lafayette-Orinda Presbyterian 
Church. This weekend, the 
Chorale will perform works by 
Virgil Thompson, Brahms and 
Haydn, including Haydn’s 
“Seven Last Words of Christ.” 
(Kramer is currently looking for 
male singers for future works 
and encourages anyone interest¬ 
ed in singing to contact the cho¬ 
rus.) 

Kramer’s work with San 
Francisco’s gay chorus may be a 
distant memory, but his role as 
the group’s first conductor was 
integral in establishing its dis¬ 
tinguished musical reputation. 

“The chorus was John 
Simms idea,” said Kramer. “He 
had started the first gay band in 
the country for the 1978 gay 
pride day. Within two months, 
people were saying to him, ‘let’s 
start a chorus.’ One hundred 


men turned out for the first 
rehearsal and John asked me to 
lead them. In November [of 
1978], John named me the first 
permanent conductor. 

“The night Harvey Milk and 
George Moscone were shot was 
the night I joined the chorus and 
at that point I really came out. I 
knew I was going to be the con¬ 
ductor of the Gay Men’s Chorus 
- an out front, well known per¬ 
son - and the anger in me told 
me there was no more hiding.” 

Recalls the good times 

Despite starting the chorus at 
such a tumultuous time, Kramer 
remembers those years as excit¬ 
ing and upbeat. “It was a happy 
time. It was all built upon love, 
and we were working hard to 
make good music. And I was 
very qualified to teach them 
how to do that. My whole life 
had been spent directing choral 
music and teaching people how 
to sing.” 

The fledgling San Francisco 
Gay Men’s Chorus hit the big 
time after its nine-city 1981 
tour. The group, which had 145 
members at the time, received 
rave reviews and inspired other 
cities to start their own gay cho¬ 
ruses. Today, there are so many 
that an umbrella organization 
was created to track their com¬ 
ings and goings. Kramer credits 
the recent resurgence of interest 
in choral singing to the gay 
movement of the late ’70s. 

“The tradition of men’s cho¬ 
ruses comes out of European 
singing,” Kramer said. “In this 
country, men’s choruses caught 
on in the ’20s and ’30s and then 
faded out until the gay move¬ 
ment came along. The gay cho¬ 
rus movement stimulated music 
performed by and written for the 
male chorus.” 

Kramer has no regrets about 
his departure from the Gay 
Men’s Chorus. His reasons are 
many and complex, but one 
thing that played a part in his 
decision was the tragedy of 
AIDS, which has taken the lives 
of so many talented singers and 
the founder of the chorus itself, 
John Simms, that it pains 
Kramer deeply. “Their pro¬ 


grams list over a hundred men 
who have passed away, mostly 
from AIDS,” Kramer said with 
palpable sadness. 

But Kramer isn’t the type to 
drown in sorrow. He swims reg¬ 
ularly, gives private voice 
lessons, and has developed an 
interest in the occult. He also 
practices Polarity Therapy, 
which he believes is an innova¬ 
tive tool for singers. 

“Polarity is finding points in 
the body with your thumb and 
finger,” Kramer said, “two at a 
time, and creating a polarity 
between those two points. If it’s 
done in specific places or on 
certain meridians on the body it 
releases tensions or unconscious 
holdings. 

Breathing is everything 

“Learning to sing has two 
aspects,” Kramer reminds. “One 
is breathing, and polarity work 
can free breathing. People 
unconsciously hold their breath. 
We all have tensions in our bod¬ 
ies and if we can release those 
tensions, we can release the 
breathing. As far as learning to 
carry a tune or find a pitch, that 
simply takes time. Anyone can 
learn to do it.” 

Kramer came to San 
Francisco in 1968 as “a long¬ 
haired hippy” who landed in the 
Haight. He now lives in the East 
Bay, away from the San 
Francisco gay community. His 
smooth transition to a non-gay 
working environment - all the 
while being an “out” gay man - 
is, for him, refreshing. 

“I enjoy teaching. I’m teach¬ 
ing gospel music right now 
because I have a lot of black 
students. Contra Costa College 
is very racially mixed and I 
love it there. Though I could 
retire, I don’t want to. My 
horoscope and palm readings 
all say I’m gonna work another 
ten years. ▼

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Keeping It Together 

Blomstedt Returns to the Podium

filer a three-month hia¬ 
tus, Herbert Blomstedt 
returned to the podium 
at Davies Symphony 
Hall last week to demonstrate 
what he does best and underscore 
what we can expect will be the 
new style of Conductor-Designate 
Michael Tilson Thomas. 

In a series of three concert pro¬ 
grams, Blomstedt has proved 
again his mastery of the central 
European and Scandinavian 
repertoire. His most recent outing 
(to be repeated Friday and 
Saturday) also serves as final 
dress rehearsals for the orchestra’s 
latest London/Decca recordings. 

Where Tilson Thomas 
promises to depart from the con¬ 
ventional wisdom of marketing 
department honchos and conser¬ 
vative subscribers (he’s planned 
at least one American work on 
each of his programs), 
Blomstedt continues to offer 
carefully molded, if unexcep¬ 
tional performances of safe, 
market-tested fare. 

Given his lame duck status, 
there is little chance of any 11th 
hour surprises from Blomstedt, 
whose greatest legacy with the 
San Francisco Symphony 
remains the fine library of record¬ 
ings that has earned him and the 
orchestra international fame. 

We will be sorry to see 
Blomstedt go. His success with 
the Sibelius and Nielsen record¬ 
ings, and unanticipated good 
results with Hindemith and 
Mahler, remain fond memories 
and, thankfully, have been com¬ 
mitted to disc. Michael Tilson 
Thomas will bound to center 
stage with a more youthful, per¬ 
haps freewheeling, posture, but 
he will be hard pressed to sur¬ 
pass Blomstedt’s clearheaded 
grasp of such works as 
Bruckner’s long-winded master¬ 
pieces or Beethoven’s sym¬ 
phonies. 

The 1994-95 season has 
spotlighted most notably our 
veteran conductor’s special 
affinity for the music of Richard 
Strauss. From the impish wit of 
Till EulenspiegeVs Merry 
Pranks to the more profound 
Death and Transfiguration or 
Also Sprach Zarathustra, he 
charts a steady course, avoiding 
dangerous brushes with vulgari¬ 
ty and reveling in rich sonorities 
and startling harmonies. 

Of course, his interpretations 
are not always matched by the 
players. The San Francisco 
strings remain obstinately thin, 
despite the expensive and much 
discussed acoustic adjustments 
at Davies. And certain horn play¬ 
ers continue to appear either 
bored or uninvolved. Will Tilson 
Thomas spot these problems and 
take immediate action? Can he 
reposition tenured performers? 

These are the difficulties of 
building a crack ensemble that 
Blomstedt can now forget. His 
future position as conductor 
emeritus should assure affec¬ 
tionate response from his col¬ 
leagues. Tilson Thomas will get 
the best behavior from the musi¬ 
cians (as he did in his recent 
guest appearances), as they no 
doubt know they are dealing 
with a real star. 

Sibelius and Strauss 

For now, subscribers and 
drop-in patrons may rest 


assured: the remaining season 
looks very good. Bruckner’s 
massive Symphony No. 8 and 
Beethoven’s Missa Solemnis, 
just in time for Easter, are 
Blomstedt’s stock in trade and 
there is no reason to expect any¬ 
thing less than solid, inspira¬ 
tional renditions. 

This week’s offerings, the 
Sibelius Symphony No. 6 and 
Richard Strauss’ tone poem Also 
Sprach Zarathustra, favorably 
impressed, give or take a few 
minor caveats; no doubt the 
rough edges will be evened out 
in time for recording sessions. 
Nielsen’s Little Suite makes a 
charming curtain raiser. 
Michael Tilson Thomas has 
scheduled concerts that are 
unlikely to scare the horses but 
which seem positively radical 
compared to Blomstedt’s san¬ 
guine acceptance of marketing 
profiles. All the same, only the 
hardest heart wouldn’t melt at 


the opening bars of the outgoing 
leader’s steady traversal of 
Strauss’ Zarathustra - you 
know, the one Kubrick used for 
2001: A Space Odyssey. 

Crass move to appease the 
masses? Maybe, but it sold seats 
in a season that has been run¬ 
ning in the red, and that is all to 
the good. Marketing ploys 
aside, patrons will want to stop 
by and hear Blomstedt’s final 
concerts, if for no other reason 
than to express approval of his 
artistry and admit that he 
deserves better than the disdain¬ 
ful dismissal given Edo de 
Waart in his final days with the 
SF Symphony. 

His sin, apparently, was not 
having the same star appeal of 
Leonard Bernstein. Blomstedt 
has his own appeal, dry 
though it may be. His concerts 
have rarely been anything less 
than satisfying, and there have 
even been a few revelations. 


Blomstedt has been a steady, 
firm, albeit predictable, 
leader. But what he’s lacked in 
radical programming, he’s 
more than made up for in con¬ 
sistency and a dogged deter¬ 
mination to maintain the 


Symphony’s high profile. Say 
what you may about him, but 
he’s kept things together. It 
may sound like faint praise, 
but any director of a major 
orchestra needs the sanity of 
just such a musician. ▼

As simple and fun as this 
synopsis makes the film sound, 
it’s hard to believe the long, 
rocky road The Sum of Us has 
traveled to reach the silver 
screen. Without the undying 
dedication of producer and co¬ 
director Kevin Dowling, it never 
could have happened. The 
B.A.R. recently spoke with 
Dowling via phone from 
Philadelphia, where he was 
attending a benefit opening of 
the film for an AIDS service 
group called Action AIDS. 

A straight man somewhere in 
his late thirties, Dowling says he 
came across the play when he 
was looking for a new project. 
“I had been looking for a stage 
project and was not very suc¬ 
cessful, so I was home in a great 
state of depression,” he 
explained. “I was flipping chan¬ 
nels on the TV, and then I saw 
Dorothy Lyman, the actress, 
saying that she had found this 
first play by one of the screen¬ 
writers of the movie Breaker 
Morant (gay writer David 
Stevens) that she was going to 
do as a workshop. As she talked 
about it, my ears just turned into 
an antenna.” 

After reading the play, 
Dowling immediately secured 
both the stage and film rights. 
The first step, then, was to do 
the play. 

Wary and reluctant 

“We made all kinds of 
rounds,” Dowling remembered. 


“We went to the non-profit the¬ 
atres out of town and in New 
York. This was 1988, and these 
theatres were very wary and 
reluctant because this is a gay 
love story and it’s set in 
Australia. Those few who didn’t 
have trouble with the love story 
wanted the setting moved to 
America, but I absolutely 
refused to do that.” 

At last the famed William- 
stown Theatre Festival in 
Massachusetts agreed to do the 
play in its 1989 summer season. 
Dowling cast a little-known actor, 
Tony Goldwyn, in the part of Jeff. 
Even a successful run in 
Williamstown does not guarantee 
a New York production, so after 
its initial premiere, Dowling con¬ 
tinued to shop the play around the 
Big Apple. Meanwhile, Goldwyn 
was filming Ghost and becoming 
a film star. 

When Dowling finally decid¬ 
ed to produce the play himself, 
he cast Goldwyn again. When 
the play opened in New York in 
1990, it was a big hit, largely 
due to Goldwyn. In fact it 
played for a year in Manhattan, 
and has subsequently been pro¬ 
duced all over the country, 
including, Dowling noted with 
great pride, at a high school in 
conservative North Dakota. 

One would think that after 
such a stunning New York debut, 
every producer and studio in 
Hollywood would be lining up to 
make the film. But even though 
Dowling met with dozens of peo¬ 
ple, nothing panned out. This 
time around the complaint was¬ 
n’t so much about gay content 
but the Australian setting. 


Major boon 

Eventually, Dowling secured 
the funds to make the film and, 
with the help of co-director/cin- 
ematographer Geoff Burton, set 
to work. Casting Australian icon 
Jack Thompson as Harry proved 
a major boon for the film. The 
Sum of Us played for six months 
in Australia, in big cities and in 
the suburbs. “One of the most 
successful runs,” Dowling 
reported, “was in a small work¬ 
ing-class suburb of Sydney 


called Parramata, where there 
had been many gay bashings. 
Whole families in the audience 
were laughing and crying. It was 
very moving.” 

Transforming The Sum of Us 
from play to film was not diffi¬ 
cult for Dowling. The first time 
he read the play, he saw it in cin¬ 
ematic terms. The film moves 
the setting from Melbourne to 
Sydney, which, in Dowling’s 
view, has the kind of realistic 
working-class neighborhoods 


the story needs. He made Harry 
a ferry boat captain, and ironi¬ 
cally, the house used in the film 
is owned by an 86-year-old 
woman whose late husband was 
the captain of a ferry boat. 

Dowling also wanted to 
expand the characters of Greg 
and Joyce. In the play, the basic 
story is the relationship between 
father and son, but because film 
can afford almost unlimited 
opportunities to develop charac¬ 
ters and show the intimate 
details of their worlds, Dowling 
knew he could solidify both sets 
of romances by creating richer 
lives for Greg and Joyce. 

“I wanted to see Greg’s life 
with his family and so on,” said 
Dowling. “And I wanted to real¬ 
ly see Joyce. The character rep¬ 
resents some pretty negative 
things, homophobia in particu¬ 
lar. We gave her an argument in 
the film that she doesn’t have in 
the play.” 

The absence of negative 
feedback about the film’s homo¬ 
sexual theme is enough to make 
Dowling wonder whether or not 
The Sum of Us is a sort of “chart 
of the total decline of homopho¬ 
bia.” The producer/director 
emphasizes that “in 1989, when 
I was hawking the idea and 
showing the stage play, the real 
problem was the gay love story. 
In 1992, it was the Australia 
story. It doesn’t show miracu¬ 
lous progress, but it does show 
some.” T

Patrick Fitzgerald 
of Kitchens of Distinction 

Stepping Out 
of the Clouds

othing to hide/So I 
sing it too loud,” sings 
Kitchens of 

Distinction vocalist 
Patrick Fitzgerald on the band’s 
latest album Cowboys and 
Aliens (A&M Records). 

More than a lyric, the line 
neatly sums up Fitzgerald’s 
entire approach to music. As an 
openly gay man, when 
Fitzgerald writes lyrics, he natu¬ 
rally winds up with gay lyrics. 
That’s not about making a state¬ 
ment, he insists. It’s about being 
honest. 

“What I’m trying to do as an 
artist is be as much myself as 
possible, and if I leave any of 
that hidden, then I’m lying, and 
that is tantamount to bad art, 
and that’s unforgivable,” he 
says. 

While rockers like Michael 
Stipe and Bob Mould make 
headlines dancing defensively 
around their sexuality, 
Fitzgerald is renowned for fill¬ 
ing his music with images of 
gay love and lust. For six years, 
the British trio’s music has tack¬ 
led issues of sexuality, relation¬ 
ships, intolerance and violence 
in intimate and bold terms. 
Cowboys and Aliens is no 
exception. 

“What’s similar is the 
amount of reflection and still 
the pursuit of truth that Kitchens 
is all about,” says Fitzgerald, 
comparing the new album to the 
previous three releases. “What’s 
different is that the landscape 
has changed, and it’s far more 
aggressive and less ethereal. It’s 
like we’ve stepped out of the 
clouds and stepped onto the 
street.” 

Kitchens of Distinction 
recorded Cowboys and Aliens in 
Scotland, as far away as possi¬ 
ble from studio producers. The 
result is a style closer to the 
band’s lush-but-gritty live 
sound, with extra effects 
stripped back to a minimum. 
The basic arrangements on the 
album push Fitzgerald’s melan¬ 
choly voice to the foreground; if 


the lyrics are less overtly politi¬ 
cal than previous efforts, they 
still contain the vocalist’s per¬ 
sonal musings, which demand 
close listening. 

And the straightforward sex¬ 
uality is still present, in typical¬ 
ly unabashed form. In particu¬ 
lar, Fitzgerald describes the 
track “Come On Now” as a 
homoerotic poem, the most 
obviously gay-inspired song on 
the album, complete with a 
tremendously emotional orches¬ 
tral crescendo and lyrics like 
“He dresses my lips with 
angel’s kisses/under lemon 
moons and ice cube licks.” 

Despite his direct approach 
to songwriting, Fitzgerald does 
not want his sexuality to define 
him, or the group: Kitchens of 
Distinction is not a gay band, 
per se, and their music is not 
gay music. 

“I don’t like being pigeon¬ 
holed,” he says passionately. 
“The great problem with being 
an oppressed minority is that 
you are forced into defining 
yourself as such within society. 
I don’t see myself as a gay 
artist. I see myself as an artist 
who is gay, among other 
things.” 

Besides, Fitzgerald main¬ 
tains, he is only one member of 
Kitchens of Distinction. “What 
we do is the conjunction of 
three men, one of whom hap¬ 
pens to be gay,” he says. 
Nevertheless, guitarist Julian 
Swales and drummer Dan 
Goodwin - “the straight boys in 
the band” - are fully supportive 
of Fitzgerald’s forthright 
approach to his sexuality. 
“They’re honorary queers,” says 
Fitzgerald. 

Doesn’t really 
mind the label 

Whether he likes it or not, 
Fitzgerald is pegged as “the gay 
lead singer” in almost all their 
reviews. Even the band’s record 
company proclaims Fitzgerald 
is gay in press releases. If it is 
not how he would choose to 
market himself, he admits that

the label does not bother him. 

“It still doesn’t do me much 
good, though, on the boys lining 
up outside the stage door,” he 
says with a chuckle. Noting that 
he’s been “unhappily single” 
since ending a long-term rela¬ 
tionship three years ago, 
Fitzgerald laughs at the fantasy 
of male groupies tearing at his 
clothing as he leaves the stage. 
“That was, I have to admit, a 


secondary motive when I came 
out.” 

Fitzgerald will have another 
shot to meet prospective 
groupies when the band tours 
the States this spring to promote 
the album. Although the band 
has gained a following in this 
country, especially after opening 
for Suzanne Vega on tour two 
years ago, this time they’ll only 
play small venues, not large 
concert halls. 

“Anywhere with seats makes 
us really uncomfortable,” says 


Fitzgerald. “We’re standing up, 
and we think everyone else 
should be standing up.” 

Despite maintaining a loyal 
fan base in the U.S., Kitchens 
of Distinction is still an “alter¬ 
native band,” however the term 
can be defined. But Fitzgerald 
isn’t willing to change his style 
or temper his gay perspective 
to make the band more palat¬ 
able to pop radio and MTV. 
Besides, he probably wouldn’t 
fit into the pop mainstream 
anyway. Noting that pop music 


in the U.S. doesn’t include 
queer-tinged favorites like 
Portishead, Pansy Division or 
My Bloody Valentine, and 
leans toward the likes of Ace of 
Base and Mariah Carey, 
Fitzgerald’s gut reaction is 
immediate: “That music really 
makes me scream with anger,” 
he says. “I’d love to be alterna¬ 
tive to that." 

So Fitzgerald has no aspira¬ 
tions of pop stardom, if pop 
fame means having the right 
haircut, a great video and a sell¬ 


out stadium tour. He’d rather 
make honest music than craft 
perfect jingles. 

“Music has nothing to do 
with making money in the true 
art of it. If it means that we’re 
seen as a little sideshow, then 
that’s terrible, but I wouldn’t 
change anything about it,” says 
Fitzgerald. “We must be true to 
ourselves, because if we’ve got 
to play these songs, we’ve got to 
like them. All you can do is 
what pleases your heart and 
your soul.” T

love affair in Bronwyn’s future? LaZebnick says yes, 
adding that it could happen as early as next season (which, 
to get a jump on the major networks, starts in August). 
Executives at WB, however, are a bit more cautious. “On 
a personal level. I’d love to see it,” says Susanne Daniels, 
head of development for the fledgling network. “But on a 
professional level, I know that advertisers are very touchy 


about this stuff. We’d have to see.” 

Another factor that determines Bronwyn’s character is 
the success of the show itself. Since its debut in January, 
Muscle’s ratings have lagged at the very bottom of the 
Nielsen list. Now in repeats, the network has shown nine 
of the series’ 13 episodes and will air the last four in May. 
After that, the program’s fate is uncertain. 

Pietz, however, remains optimistic. She believes most 
of the cast is prepared to spend the next two years with 
the show. As for Bronwyn’s future, Pietz said she’s look¬ 
ing forward to some steamy onscreen action. However, 


she’d also like to invest her character with more than just 
a sex drive. 

“I would love to be in a scene where my sexuality is 
not an issue, where I am simply living life, having 
some odd little caper happen, without me having to 
announce that I’m a lesbian, or having someone else 
call me a lesbian,” she said. But such a departure seems 
unlikely at this point. If Pietz’s career reflects 
Bronwyn’s then as long as the word “lesbian” can 
pique viewer interest, it’s sure to remain a prominent 
part of the show’s script. ▼
